MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


The  following  communication  was  received  and  ordered  printed 
in  the  Journal : 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

The  undersigned  commissioners,  who  were  appointed  by  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  241 
of  the  General  Laws  of  1901,  entitled,  “An  act  to  provide  for  the 
revision  and  codification  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota,” respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Before  proceeding  to  a statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the 
responsible  undertaking  which  has  been  intrusted  to  them,  the  com- 
missioners beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  preliminary  remarks : 
They  believe  that  a thorough  and  accurate  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  is  the  first  essential  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  their  duty  in  respect  of  this  important  work 
as  it  was  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners  when  they  entered  upon 
its  performance.  They,  therefore,  submit  for  your  consideration, 
a brief  recital  of  the  conditions  which  then  confronted  them,  and  of 
the  situation  as  it  now  exists. 
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They  have  neither  the  disposition,  nor  do  they  consider  it  neces- 
sary, to  enter  upon  any  defense  of  their  work,  but  they  deem  it  im- 
portant that  every  member  of  this  Legislature  should  be  acquainted 
with  it.  The  matter  should  be  understood  in  all  its  aspects. 

For*  the  benefit  of  those,  if  any,  who  have  not  had  occasion  to 
become  familiar  with  all  the  details  of  arrangement  and  classifica- 
tion of  statute  law,  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  although  there  have 
been  several  complications  of  the  laws  of  Minnesota,  there  has  been 
but  one  revision  since  the  state  was  organized,  45  years  ago.  The 
difference  between  revision  and  compilation  is  this : the  compiler 
contributes  no  original  matter.  He  has  no  authority  to  change  a 
chapter,  section,  or  word.  Although  he  may  find  an  act  which  he  is 
morally  certain  would  not  have  been  passed,  had  the  Legislature 
been  aware  of  the  existence  and  terms  of  some  earlier  act,  or  one 
which  he  is  equally  certain  it  was  their  intention  to  repeal,  but  of 
which  there  is  no  repeal,  either  expressly  or  by  necessary  implica- 
tion, he  has  no  right  in  either  case  to  omit  the  act.  If  he  finds  a 
number  of  inconsistent  provisions  resulting  in  an  entanglement, 
such  as  exists  in  the  case  of  many  of  the  corporation  laws,  he  has 
no  power  to  relieve  the  situation.  His  sole  function  is  to  collect 
and  arrange  in  convenient  form  such  acts  as  seem  to  him  to  be  un- 
repealed, leaving  the  consulter, — and  finally  the  court,  in  case  of 
dispute, — to  solve  the  problem. 

Revision,  on  the  other  hand,  while  depending  for  its  scope  upon 
the  terms  of  the  act  under  which  it  is  conducted,  always  includes 
the  omission  of  unnecessary  and  redundant  matter,  as  well  as  the 
insertion  of  anything  required  to  secure  clearness  and  certainty. 

After  the  lapse  of  37  years  since  Minnesota’s  only  revision  was 
made — a period  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  any  other  state  in 
the  Union — the  condition  would  have  become  intolerable,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  able  and — in  its  time — entirely  satisfactory  compilation 
of  Hon.  George  B.  Young,  now  known  as  “The  General  Statutes 
of  1878.”  Sixteen  years  later,  the  compilation  known  as  “General 
Statutes  of  1894,”  was  prepared  by  Henry  B.  Wenzel,  the  efficient 
reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court,  with  the  assistance 
of  Francis  B.  Tiffany  of  the  St.  Paul  bar. 

Now,  however,  it  is  too  late  for  any  degree  of  skill  in  compila- 
tion to  produce  a satisfactory  result.  For  several  years  the  courts 
have  been  compelled,  upon  many  subjects,  to  say  what  the  law 
ought  to  be,  because  they  could  not  tell  what  it  was. 

The  necessity  for  revision  is  therefore  obvious.  Indeed,  it  may 
almost  be  said  to  be  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  good  gov- 
ernment that  the  people  should  be  able  to  readily  ascertain  and 
easily  understand  the  laws  that  govern  them.  In  England,  where 
experience  has  taught  wisdom,  every  act  of  a general  nature  is  pre- 
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pared  in  advance,  approved,  as  to  form,  by  the  Statute  Commis- 
sioner, and  published  before  introduction  into  Parliament.  Inter- 
ested parties  are  thereby  apprised  of  proposed  legislation,  and  its 
progress  is  attended  with  the  utmost  publicity,  while  frequent  re- 
visions supply  needful  information  as  to  all  changes  made. 

Turning  to  the  states  of  the  American  Union,  Alabama,  the  first 
upon  the  alphabetical  list,  has  the  following  constitutional  provi- 
sion : 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  first  session 
after  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  and  within  every  subse- 
quent period  of  ten  years,  to  make  provision  by  law  for  the  revision, 
digesting  and  promulgation  of  the  public  statutes  of  this  state  of  a 
general  nature,  both  civil  and  criminal.”  (Constitution  1875,  Art. 
4,  Sec.  46.) 

Practically  the  same  provision  exists  in  several  other  states.  In 
some  the  period  is  five  years  instead  of  ten. 

Massachusetts,  an  old  and  conservative  commonwealth,  whose 
laws  were  thoroughly  revised  in  1882,  has  just  adopted  a new  re- 
vision, begun  in  1896,  and  completed  at  a cost  of  over  $100,000. 

The  wisdom  of  such  a policy  has  deeply  impressed  the  commis- 
sioners as  they  have  proceeded  with  their  labors,  and  will,  it  is 
thought,  become  apparent  to  all,  when  considering  its  application 
to  the  situation  in  hand. 

On  the  17th  day  of  February,  1863,  less  than  five  years  after  the 
organization  of  the  state,  S.  J.  R.  McMillan,  E.  C.  Palmer,  Thomas 
Wilson  and  Andrew  G.  Chatfield,  were  appointed  commissioners 
to  revise  the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  were  directed  to  have  a report 
of  their  doings  printed  and  laid  before  the  Legislature  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1864.  The  following  is  quoted  from  their  third  and  final 
report : 

“The  commissioners — with  the  exception  of  Andrew  G.  Chat- 
field,  who  declined  to  serve — entered  at  once  upon  their  labors,  but 
owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  undertaking  and  the  fact  that  a por- 
tion of  their  time  was  necessarily  occupied  in  the  discharge  of  other 
duties,  the  work  was  not  accomplished  at  the  time  designated.  The 
Legislature  continued  the  commission,  requiring  a printed  report  to 
be  made  at  the  session  of  1865,  but  the  commissioners  again  found 
themselves  unable  to  complete  the  work  satisfactorily  within  the 
time  limited  and  no  report  was  then  presented.  Gordon  E.  Cole 
was  added  to  the  board  in  February,  1865,  and,  as  Judges  Wilson 
and  McMillan  had  been  placed  on  the  bench  of  the  supreme  court, 
the  labor  of  completing  the  revision  devolved  upon  the  other  two 
commissioners.” 

This  report,  which  was  in  print,  was  not  made  until  the  session 
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of  1 866.  It  embraced  the  statutes  as  revised,  consisting  of  3,834 
sections,  and  contained  an  express  repeal  of  all  other  existing  laws 
of  a general  nature. 

The  28  legislative  sessions  of  the  ensuing  37  years  (including 
the  present)  have  added  more  than  10,000  different  enactments, 
covering  nearly  20,000  printed  pages  of  the  session  laws.  The 
compilation  of  1894  contains  8,054  sections  and  nearly  2,500  printed 
pages.  The  commissioners  have  caused  the  general  laws  of  the  sub- 
sequent sessions  to  be  compiled  in  scrap  book  form,  bringing  them, 
so  far  as  practicable,  into  the  same  arrangement  of  sections  and 
chapters.  The  result  is  sixteen  thick  volumes,  which,  if  incorpor- 
ated with  the  compilation  referred  to,  would  increase  its  bulk  prob- 
ably one-half.  The  “judicial  interpretation  and  construction  there- 
of,” which  the  commission  is  directed  to  embody  in  its  report,  must 
be  sought  out  of  nearly  50,000  pages  of  Minnesota  decisions  and 
many  volumes  of  those  of  federal  and  other  courts. 

A comparison  of  some  of  the  conditions  prevailing  when  those 
able  and  experienced  jurists  accomplished  in  three  years  the  re- 
vision, without  annotation,  of  the  laws  of  seven  years,  with  those 
which  have  confronted  this  commission,  under  the  requirement  of 
the  act  of  1901,  to  revise  and  fully  annotate  the  legislation  of  thirty- 
seven  years  in  less  than  seventeen  months,  may  be  instructive. 

In  1865,  when  they  finished  their  labors,  the  population  of  the 
state  was,  in  round  numbers,  250,000.  In  1900  it  was  1,752,000. 
The  total  assessed  valuation  for  1865  was  $45,000,000;  for  1900  it 
was  $588,000,000.  The  executive  department  then  consisted  of  the 
governor,  his  private  secretary,  a secretary  of  state  and  an  assist- 
ant secretary,  a state  auditor,  a state  treasurer,  an  attorney  general, 
an  adjutant  general,  a capitol  janitor  and  fireman,  a warden  and  a 
deputy  warden  of  the  state  prison,  and  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the 
only  four  state  institutions  then  in  operation — the  normal  school  at 
Winona,  the  hospital  for  the  insane  at  St.  Peter,  the  prison  at  Still- 
water, and  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Faribault.  These  were  in  their 
infancy,  and  the  total  cost  of  buildings  up  to  that  date  was  less  than 
$30,000,  and  of  annual  maintenance  $22,000.  Up  to  this  date  the 
cost  of  buildings  has  exceeded  $9,000,000,  while  the  expense  of 
maintenance  in  1900  was  more  than  $1,600,000.  Meanwhile  the 
executive  department  has  expanded  into  numerous  departments  and 
not  less  than  forty  boards  and  commissions,  with  a vast  army  of 
officials,  deputies,  assistants  and  clerks. 

The  judicial  service  of  the  state  was  then  easily  performed  by  a 
chief  and  two  associate  justices  of  the  supreme  court  and  six  judges 
of  the  district  court,  while  now  five  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
and  thirty- three  district  judges  find  their  energies  taxed  to  the  ut- 
most in  discharging  their  increasing  duties. 
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Only  sixteen  of  the  counties  of  the  state  were  then  fully  organized 
for  judicial  and  other  purposes,  as  against  more  than  eighty  at 
present.  < 

The  educational  equipment  of  the  state  consisted  of  one  normal 
school  and  1,824  district  schools,  with  a total  enrollment  of  50,564. 
The  state  university  was  struggling  through  an  embryonic  ex-, 
istence,  and  so  uncertain  did  they  deem  its  future,  that  the  com- 
missioners made  no  reference  to  it  in  the  revision,  either  in  the  body 
of  the  work,  or  in  the  analytical  table  which  preceded  or  the  index 
which  followed.  To-day,  with  its  275  instructors  and  3,400  stu- 
dents, its  fame  is  world-wide  and,  like  several  other  of  our  state 
institutions,  it  affords  a model  of  construction  and  operation  for 
administrative  imitation  everywhere. 

Next  follow  four  normal  schools,  1 1 5 state  high  schools,  no 
state  graded  schools,  and  more  than  seven  thousand  common 
schools,  with  a total  enrollment  of  over  400,000. 

There  have  been  expended  meanwhile,  for  buildings  and  equip- 
ment of  the  university,  more  than  $1,200,000;  for  the  normal 
schools  more  than  $600,000 ; and  for  the  other  schools,  more  than 
$16,000,000.  The  disbursement  for  the  support  of  the  university 
has  exceeded  $3,500,000,  and  of  the  normal  schools  $1,800,000; 
while  the  annual  expenditure  for  the  support  of  other  schools  ex- 
ceeds $9,000,000. 

Along  industrial  lines,  the  contrast  is  even  greater.  When  those 
revisers  were  at  work  the  total  railroad  mileage  of  the  state  was 
less  than  15,  and  the  telegraphic  less  than  150,  while  telephones  and 
electric  lighting  and  power  plants  were  unknown.  Today  the  rail- 
way mileage  exceeds  7,000,  the  telegraphic  25,000  and  the  tele- 
phonic 50,000.  All  of  these  indispensable  agencies,  which  were 
then  either  unknown  or  of  such  limited  use  as  to  require  little  or 
no  statutory  provision,  are  now  manifold  in  extent  and  transcendent 
in  importance,  and  much  of  the  recent  legislation  has  been  in  that 
direction. 

A comparison  of  the  space  devoted  to  certain  branches  of  legis- 
lation in  that  revision,  with  the  existing  quantity  upon  the  same 
subjects  will  also  be  interesting.  The  first  chapter  relates  to  Elec- 
tions, and  is  embraced  in  15  pages.  In  the  compilation  of  1894  it 
comprises  54;  and,  including  subsequent  laws,  it  now  consists  of 
126,  as  against  the  original  15.  The  subject  of  Corporations,  in- 
cluding Banks/then  occupied  39  pages.  In  the  compilation  of  1894 
the  same  matter  covers  261,  and  there  have  since  been  added  115  . 
So  this  subject  has  grown  from  39  pages  in  1866  to  376  at  the 
present  time. 

The  subject  of  State  Officers  was  there  treated  in  7 pages.  In 
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the  compilation  of  1894  this  has  grown  to  69.  Subsequent  legisla- 
tion has  increased  it  to  over  100. 

The  statutes  relating  to  Counties  and  County  Officers  occupied 
5 1 pages  in  that  revision,  as  against  95  at  present ; while  that  relat- 
ing to  Townships^  then  occupied  14  pages,  as  against  149  now,  a 
total  of  65  pages  in  1866  as  against  289  at  the  present  time. 

Chapter  66,  relating  to  Civil  Actions,  covers  47  pages  in  the  re- 
vision of  1866.  In  the  compilation  of  1894  it  had  increased  to  131. 
Forty  chapters  since  have  added  45  pages,  making  a total  of  170 
pages,  as  against  the  original  47. 

The  -subject  of  Roads,  Cart- ways  and  Bridges  originally  oc- 
cupied 11  pages,  in  1894  it  had  grown  to  38.  Subsequent  legisla- 
tion has  added  80  more,  and  we  now  have  118  pages,  as  against  11 
in  1866. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  all  this^ additional  legislation  is  com- 
prised in  separate  chapters,  and  must  be  carefully  examined,  com- 
pared and  harmonized. 

By  the  express  terms  of  the  act  un^er  which  we  were  appointed, 
as  well  as  by  the  necessities  of  the  case,  we  were  required  to  “ex- 
amine and  compare  the  existing  general  laws  *****  to- 
gether with  the  judicial  interpretation  and  construction  thereof,” 
preparatory  to  drafting  the  revision.  After  much  study  and  cor- 
respondence with  experienced  revisers  of  other  states,  we  reached 
the  conclusion — concurred  in  by  those  members  of  the  judiciary, 
and  of  the  legal  profession,  state  and  county  officers,  and  others  in 
otir  own  state,  with  whom  we  were  able  to  confer,  and  who  were 
best  qualified  to  advise — that  no  such  revision  as  the  bench  and  bar, 
and  the  people  generally,  expected  and  ought  to  have,  could  be 
secured  without  a thorough  examination  of  all  laws  passed  since  the 
revision  of  1866  ; not  only  those  which  are  “general”  in  their  ex- 
press terms,  and  so  classified  in  the  printed  session  laws,  but  also 
those  which,  while  “special,”  so  far  as  concerns  their  apparent  di- 
rect application  to  the  state  at  large,  are  yet  “general”  in  respect  of 
the  particular  localities  of  subjects  to  which  they  relate.  Many  of 
them,  because  of  the  large  number  of  people  or  the  magnitude  of  the 
interests  which  are  affected  directly,  cannot  fail  to  have  a consider- 
able effect  upon  the  whole  state ; one  which, . though  indirect,  is 
greater  than  that  of  much  legislation  which  is  expressly  general. 

To  illustrate : A statute  has  been  in  existence  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  territory,  relating  to  the  construction  and  regulation  of 
“toll  roads.”  It  is  “general”  in  form,  and,  prior  to  the  advent  of 
railroads,  few  subjects  were  of  more  general  importance,  but  the 
commissioners  have  yet  to  learn  of  a single  individual  or  interest 
which  it  now  affects. 
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On  the  other  hand,  there  are  hundreds  of  acts  relating  to  the 
government  of  one  or  more  of  the  five  cities  of  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul,  Duluth,  Winona  and  Stillwater,  each  of  which  is  “special' 
in  form.  The  population  of  these- five  cities  exceeds  450,000,  more 
than  one-fifth  of  that  of  the  entire  state  today,  and  nearly  twice  its 
population  in  1865.  Their  assessed  valuation  exceeds  $265,000,- 
000;  which  is  more  than  half  of  that  of  the  entire  state,  and  more 
than  six  times  that  of  the  entire  state  in  1865.  Their  substantially 
unanimous  vote  upon  any  proposition  would  decide  it  as  against 
the  most  harmonious  action  that  could  probably  be  secured  through- 
out the  rest  of  the  state ; while,  in  matters  of  revenue,  the  character 
and  manner  of  administration  of  the  tax  laws  in  these  cities  affect 
every  citizen  of  the  state. 

It  is  neither  the  purpose  nor  the  province  of  the  commissioners  to 
express  any  opinion  upon  the  policy  of  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment restricting  special  legislation,  but  it  seemed  important  to  them 
and  to  their  advisers  at  the  outset  that  there  should  be  obtained 
accurate  knowledge,  not  only  of  the  present  condition  of  “general” 
legislation — strictly  so  called — but  also  of  so  much  of  that  which 
has  been  classed  as  “special”  as  would  enable  them  to  prepare  laws, 
which,  while  in  accord  with  the  constitutional  policy  of  the  state, 
should  meet  the  local  conditions,  as  far  as  reasonably  possible. 

In  this  connection,  a special  evil  of  allowing  so  long  an  interval 
as  thirty-six  years  to  elapse  between  revisions  becomes  manifest  in 
the  increasing  difficulty  of  adapting  new  legislation  to  that  which 
has  long  been  in  force.  In  a new  and  growing  community,  espe- 
cially, radical  changes  in  the  law  are  constantly  desired.  The  al- 
terations are  necessarily  published  as  they  occur  and  are  soon  dis- 
tributed through  numerous  volumes  which  are  often  badly  and 
always  variantly,  indexed.  In  the  rush  of  the  legislative  session 
it  becomes  more  and  more  impracticable  to  study  these  widely 
separated  enactments.  Hence,  amendments  are  often  made  without 
adequate  knowledge  of  the  existing  law.  The  temptation  is  great, 
when  drafting  a new  act,  covering  a particular  subject,  to  embrace 
therein,  from  motives  of  caution,  all  the  terms  of  its  application 
and  enforcement  and  still  leave  the  old  unrepealed.  With  each 
repetition  of  this  process,  the  confusion  grows  in  something  like 
arithmetical  progression. 

Another  fact  made  it  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commis- 
sioners, to  make  this  comprehensive  examination.  It  was  found 
that  several  sections  of  the  revision  of  1866  (not  to  mention  nu- 
merous later  acts)  were  neither  expressly  repealed  nor  embraced 
in  the  compilation  of  1894.  The  explanation  is  that  the  unofficial 
compilers  have  believed  that  the  omitted  sections  were  repealed 
by  implication.  Doubtless,  in  most  cases  (perhaps  in  all),  such  be- 
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lief  is  well  founded,  for  the  compilation  of  1894,  as  well  as  that  oi 
1878,  as  has  been  said,  was  intrusted  to  able  hands.  But  the  duty 
seemed  to  rest  upon  these  commissioners  to  determine  for  them- 
selves what  the  present  form  of  the  statute  was  before  thy  could 
assume  to  “simplify,  harmonize  and  complete  the  same.” 

For  all  these  reasons,  they  prepared  a table,  which  indicates  the 
legislative  history  of  each  section  of  the  revision  of  1866,  and  ot 
each  chapter  of  every  subsequent  session  law,  whereby  every 
amendment  or  repeal  is  brought  into  easy  view.  One  result  of  this 
work  is  that  some  400  sections  of  the  revision  of  1866  are  found 
to  be  embraced  in  the  category  just  mentioned. 

Immediately  upon  their  appointment,  the  commissioners  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them,  in  offices  provided 
for  that  purpose  in  the  state  capitol,  where  competent  assistants 
have  been  constantly  in  attendance.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
commission  have  been  held,  so  far  as  the  other  engagements  of 
the  members  would  permit;  and,  by  means  of  triplicate  copies  of 
all  work  in  progress,  they  have  been  able  to  carry  on  their  labors 
individually,  when  they  could  not  well  meet  in  joint  session. 

Soon  after  the  work  of  examination  above  referred  to  was  be- 
gun, and  co-temporaneously  with  its  progress,  the  commissioners 
began  a like  examination  into  the  methods  and  results  of  revision 
elsewhere.  In  addition  to  conferences  already  referred  to,  they 
have  held  communication  with  hundreds  of  experienced  revisers, 
authors,  jurists  and  officials  throughout  the  country,  and  have  been 
able  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  some  of  those  en- 
gaged in  like  work  abroad;  while  correspondence  with  judges, 
lawyers,  and  past  and  present  officials,  throughout  this  state  has 
resulted  in  suggestions  and  advice  which  have  greatly  aided  them 
in  their  work. 

There  are  two  distinct  plans  of  statutory  arrangement.  One  is 
the  alphabetical  method,  under  which  subjects  of  legislation  are 
arranged  and  printed  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  book 
in  alphabetical  order,  so  that  the  work  constitutes  its  own  index*. 
Nevertheless,  in  such  cases,  a copious  index  seems  always  to  be 
supplied.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  compilers  in  New  York  and 
several  other  progressive  states  have  followed  this  method,  the 
commissioners  decided  to  adopt  the  more  logical,  as  well  as  the 
more  familiar,  plan  of  division  and  classification  which,  to  a con- 
siderable extent,  was  so  admirably  exemplified  in  the  revision  of 
1 866.  The  principal  features  of  the  work  are: 

First:  A division  of  the  statutes  into  four  grand  divisions 

called  Parts,  embracing  respectively  those  statutes  which  affect  the 
state  and  the  people  from  each  of  the  following  standpoints : 
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I.  Political.  Beginning  with  the  sovereignty  and  territorial 
jurisdiction  and  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  state,  and  follow- 
ing with  chapters  covering  the  constitution,  powers  and  duties  of 
each  of  the  three  departments,  legislative,  executive  and  judicial, 
and  of  every  branch  of  the  internal  administration,  including  state, 
county,  city,  village  and  town,  with  all  the  offices  and  details  of 
administration. 

II.  Civil.  Embracing  all  legislation  relating  to  the  acquisition, 
enjoyment  and  transfer  of  property,  and  personal  and  domestic  re- 
lations, rights  and  obligations. 

III.  Judicial  and  Remedial.  Covering  the  means  and  methods 
of  establishing  and  enforcing  rights,  redressing  wrongs  and  afford- 
ing remedies,  including  judicial  procedure  of  every  kind  in  all  civhl 
matters.  This  part  begins  with  the  subjects  of  probate  law  and 
practice,  the  introductory  chapter  being  the  subject  of  Wills,  the 
regulation  of  which  forms  a proper  and  convenient  means  of  tran- 
sition from  the  subject  of  Part  II.  to  the  present. 

IV.  Penal.  Covering  the  entire  subject  of  crimes  and  punish- 
ments, prisons,  jails  and  preliminary  examinations. 

Second : The  plan  contemplates  and,  so  far  as  carried  out,  in- 

cludes, the  subdivision  of  these  parts  into  chapters,  systematically 
arranged,  so  as  to  afford  a harmonious  and  logically  progressive 
system  of  statutory  regulation,  as  nearly  in  accord  with  that  here- 
tofore adopted  as  is  reasonably  possible.  The  work,  for  conven- 
ience of  reference,  is  to  be  numbered  by  sections,  consecutively, 
from  one  upwards. 

In  addition  to  the  large  amount  of  preliminary  examination  and 
preparation,  the  work  of  actual  revision,  in  our  judgment,  is  about 
half  accomplished.  The  following  topics  have  been  carefully  stud- 
ied and  substantially  re-written. 

Elections;  including  corrupt  practice  act,  voting  machines,  pri- 
mary elections,  etc. 

Congressional  Districts. 

The  Legislature;  organization,  election  of  United  States  Sen- 
ators, etc. 

Statutes;  construction  and  effect. 

State  Printing. 

County  Boundaries. 

Removal  of  County  Seats. 

Counties  and  County  Officers. 

Towns  and  Town  Officers. 

Cities  and  Villages. 

Public  Indebtedness. 

Roads,  Bridges,  Ferries,  etc. 
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Probate  Code;  including 

Title  to  Real  Property  by  Descent, 

Wills, 

Estates  in  Dower  and  by  the  Curtesy, 

Probate  Courts. 

Letters  Testamentary  and  other  Proceedings  on  the  Probate 
of  a Will. 

Administration  and  Distribution  of  the  Estates  of  Intestates. 

Inventory  and  Collection  of  the  Effects  of  Deceased  Persons. 

Payment  of  Debts  and  Legacies  of  Deceased  Persons. 

Rendering  Accounts  by  Executors  and  Administrators. 

Probate  Bonds  and  the  Prosecution  of  them.

Contempts, 

Statutory  Liens;  Mechanics,  etc. 

Much  work  has  also  been  done  upon  the  statutes  creating  and 
regulating  the  various  offices,  boards  and  commissions  constituting 
the  Executive  Department.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the 
expansion  that  has  occurred  in  this  direction.  In  accomplishing 
this,  there  has  been  much  redundant  and  unnecessary  legislation, 
and  not  a little  that  Is  contradictory  or  uncertain. 

The  corporation  statutes  are  also  still  under  treatment.  They 
have  been  the  subject  of  much  study,  with  the  object  of  providing 
a uniform,  simple  method  of  incorporation,  and  of  classifying  and 
regulating  all  corporations  under  five  or  six  heads,  in  place  of 
more  than  fifty  incongruous  and  conflicting  acts  which  now  be- 
wilder the  practitioner  and  perplex  the  courts,  rendering  corpor- 
ate transactions,  which  ought  to  be  simple  and  reliable,  the  most 
complex  and  uncertain  with  which  they  have  to  deal.  The  com- 
mission are  also  engaged  in  transferring  to  statutes  treating  special- 
ly of  Practice  and  Procedure  and  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Reg- 
ulation, respectively,  certain  related  parts  of  the  present  chapter 
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34,  that  do  not  seem  to  have  any  special  or  exclusive  connection 
with  corporations,  as  such. 

The  result  will  be  a reduction  by  more  than  one-half  in  bulk  of 
the  statutes  upon  these  important  branches,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
to  render  plainer  and  more  efficacious  that  which  remains. 

The  foregoing  statement  by  no  means  represents  the  labor  per- 
formed. Most  topics  are  so  related  to  others  that  the  treatment 
of  each  suggests  methods  of  re-arrangement  and  condensation  that 
contribute  to  brevity  and  clearness  in  the  whole.  Hence,  no  part 
can  be  laid  aside  or  reported  as  finished  until  all  related  parts  are 
ready  for  final  review. 

The  several  topics  formerly  treated  in  chapters  46  to  59  in- 
clusive, of  the  General  Statutes,  under  the  titles  given  above,  and 
which  were  afterwards  embraced  under  the  designation  of  the 
“Probate  Code,”  were,  after  a conference  with  a committee  repre- 
senting the  probate  judges  of  the  state,  entirely  revised  and  re- 
written, section  by  section,  by  the  commission.  At  the  request  of 
members  of  that  committee,  the  revised  work  of  the  commission 
was  furnished  for  submission  to  a recent  convention  of  probate 
judges,  and,  with  slight  changes,  by  them  approved.  The  com- 
missioners have  been  informed  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  said  com- 
mittee to  cause  the  introduction  of  a bill  embodying  that  revision 
at  the  present  session. 

The  commissioners  will  be  pleased  at  all  times  to  exhibit  and 
explain  in  detail  any  part  of  the  work. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  say  that,  as  was  understood  at  the  time  of 
their  appointment,  the  present  commissioners  are  practicing  law- 
yers, who  could  not,  in  justice  to  themselves,  reject  all  professional 
employment  while  this  important  work  is  in  progress.  Deeply 
sensible  of  the  honor  implied  in  their  selection,  they  are  very  de- 
sirous of  justifying  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  the  honora- 
ble justices  of  the  supreme  court,  and  are  willing  to  sacrifice  much. 
They  regret,  more  than  they  can  express,  that  the  time  heretofore 
allowed  them  has  proved  insufficient.  It  would  have  afforded  them 
the  utmost  gratification  if  they  could  have  obeyed  the  very  letter 
of  the  act  under  which  they  were  chosen. 

But,  while  a less  critical  examination  and  a more  superficial 
preparation  for  and  execution  of  their  work  might  have  enabled 
them  to  present  an  apparently  complete  report  at  this  session,  they 
felt  from  the  start  that  if  it  should  prove  impossible  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  act,  good  faith  required  that  the  failure  should 
relate  to  the  extent  rather  than  the  character  of  their  work.  In- 
deed, at  the  time  of  their  appointment,  this  was  understood;  and, 
while  no  one  has  had  authority  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  legislature, 
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the  commissioners  have  not  acted  without  such  deference  to  its 
wishes  and  views  as  was  possible  in  the  circumstances.  The  spe- 
cial session  of  1902  afforded  an  opportunity  to  give  the  members 
of  the  legislature  that  had  passed  the  act  providing  for  the  revision 
a more  complete  understanding  of  the  character  and  extent  of  the 
labor  involved  than  could  have  been  acquired  before  the  work  was 
undertaken,  and  of  the  impossibility  of  completing  it  satisfactorily 
within  the  time  designated,  as  well  as  of  the  advisability  of  con- 
tinuing the  work  until  the  present  session.  While  thoroughly  un- 
derstanding that  no  one  is,  or  has  been,  or  can  be,  authorized  to 
speak  in  behalf  of  the  present  legislature,  except  the  members 
thereof ; yet,  having  accepted  the  appointment  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  were  thoroughly  aware 
of  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  commission,  and  having  brought 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  those  who  were  then  sitting  in  the 
places  which  you  now  occupy,  the  commissioners  think  it  proper 
to  state  that,  without  exception,  they  have  been  advised  to  proceed 
upon  the  lines  on  which  they  had  originally  laid  out  the  work ; 
accomplish  meanwhile  what  they  could,  properly  and  thoroughly; 
and  to  submit,  as  they  now  do,  to  the  sense  of  fairness,  the  good 
judgment,  and  the  state  pride  of  the  members  of  this  legislature, 
the  situation  as  it  now  exists,  for  such  action  as  they  should  deem 
appropriate. 

Nevertheless,  having  done  what  they  believed  to  be  their  duty, 
and  for  the  best  interest  of  the  state,  they  are  willing  to  assume  the 
entire  responsibility  and  cheerfully  do  so,  knowing  that,  in  so  do- 
ing, they  will  at  least  have  the  approval  of  their  own  consciences 
and  judgment,  whether  others  agree  or  not;  and  that,  in  follow- 
ing any  other  course,  they  would  not  have  deserved  the  approval 
of  any  one. 

In  conclusion,  the  commissioners  beg  to  submit  for  your  consid- 
eration the  following  suggestions : 

1.  The  legislature  of  1901,  having  previously  passed  an  act 
creating  a commission  to  revise  the  tax  laws  of  the  state,  expressly 
excluded  that  subject  from  the  consideration  of  this  commission. 
These  laws  must  form  an  integral  and  important  part  of  the  re- 
vision and  the  act  of  1901  should  be  amended  so  as  to  allow  the 
commission  to  include  the  same  in  their  work  and  report,  as  well 
as  the  legislation  of  1902  and  of  the  present  session. 

2.  By  the  terms  of  the  act  of  1901,  the  work  of  revision  was 
required  to  be  completed  by  September  1st,  1902,  allowing  ninety 
days  for  printing  and  binding  the  report;  hence  the  compensation 
of  the  several  commissioners,  as  fixed  by  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
court,  was  paid  in  equal  monthly  instalments,  ending  with  the  date 
last  mentioned.  Since  that  time,  however,  both  the  commission- 
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ers  and  their  assistants  have  proceeded  with  their  work  as  before. 
If  thought  proper,  the  justices  should  be  authorized  to  allow  com- 
pensation therefor,  in  connection  with  that  for  the  future,  as  well 
as  to  fill  vacancies,  if  any  should  occur. 

3.  We  respectfully  suggest  that  fl\e  act  be  amended  in  respect 
of  the  requirement  that  the  report  be  fully  annotated  when  sub- 
mitted. We  have  not  been  able  to  learn  that  work  of  that  char- 
acter has  ever  been  satisfactorily  done"  in  that  manner,  and  it 
would  seem  that  the  practice  pursued,  when  the  revision  of  1866 
was  adopted  should  be  followed,  which  was  to  commit  the  matter 
of  annotation  to  those  who  were  to  edit  and  superintend  the  pub- 
lication of  the  adopted  report. 

4.  Although  the  sum  of  $35,000  was  appropriated  by  the  act 
of  1901,  only  $20,000  thereof  was  made  available  until  after  the 
report  should  have  been  filed.  In  such  provision  as  may  be  made 
for  the  continuation  of  the  work  of  revision,  attention  should  be 
given  to  this  matter,  and  this  unexpended  balance  be  made  avail- 
able in  connection  with  such  appropriation  as  may  be  made  there- 
for.

The  Report  is  short  yet  includes  a plan  for  reforesting  the 
lands  donated  to  the  state  by  the  late  ex-Gov.  Pillsbury  and  the 
Board  would  like  to  have  it  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Forestry  when  appointed.

Report  of  the  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board  to  the  Leg- 
islature. 

T 0 the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

In  compliance  with  Section  6 of  Chapter  214  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Minnesota,  1899,  entitled, “An  Act  to  encourage  the  growing  and 
preservation  of  forests,  and  to  create  forest  boards  and  forest  re- 
serves and  to  appropriate  money  therefor”  which  requires  the  For- 
estry Board  to  “make  report  qf  its  doings,  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations to  each  session  of  the  Legislature,”  the  Minnesota  State 
Forestry  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following: 

The  act  above  quoted  authorizes  the  Forestry  Board  to  receive 
donations  of  land  to  the  state  for  forestry  purposes  and  under  that 
provision  the  late  ex-Governor  John  S.  Pillsbury  donated  to  the 
state  990.55  acres  situated  in' three  different  tracts  in  Cass  County 
for  forestry  purposes.  This  is  the  only  land  that  has  been  given  to 
the  state  under  said  law ; and  owing  to  the  recent  rise  in  the  value 
of  wild  lands  it  is.  not  probable  that  much  if  any  more  land  will  be 
given  to  the  state  for  a number  of  years. 

In  June  last  the  Board  employed  Mr.  T.  L.  Duncan  with  four 
assistants,  all  having  received  part  of  their  training  at  the  St.  An- 
thony Park  Experiment  Station,  to  make  a careful  survey  and  pre- 
liminary working  plan  of  these  Pillsbury  lands  with  a view  of  their 
being  reforested.  Mr.  Duncan’s  report,  2,000  copies  of  which  have 
been  published  and  distributed  in  bulletin  form  by  the  Board,  shows 
that  the  tracts  are  cut  over  pine  lands,  favorably  situated  in  respect 
of  transportation  and  reproduction  of  valuable  coniferous  forest. 
The  management  of  these  lands  was  referred  by  the  Board  to  the 
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executive  committee  with  instructions  to  have  a detailed  plan  for 
operating  the  lands  prepared  and  submitted  by  Professor  S.  B. 
Green,  one  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  who  is  well 
known  as  Professor  of  Horticulture  and  Forestry  in  the  State  Uni- 
versity. His  plan  is  approved  by  the  Board  and  is  as  follows : 

“Report  to  the  Minnesota  State  Forest  Reserve  Board  for 
the  Development  of  the  Pillsbury  Forest  Reserve. 

“By  Samuel  B.  Green. 

“This  forest  reserve  being  the  first  that  has  been  set  over  to  the 
Forest  Reserve  Board,  it  seems  to  me  should  be  managed  as  an  ob- 
ject lesson  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  the  citizens  of  the  state  in 
the  forestry  movement.  Our  work  is  in  a new  line;  it  is  important, 
but  is  in  much  the  same  condition  as  agricultural  education  was  in 
this  state  fifteen  years  ago  when  little  was  known  about  scientific 
agriculture  or  stock  raising  or  agricultural  education.  In  fact, 
much  of  the  talk  along  these  lines  at  tihat  time  was  in  opposition  to 
agricultural  education  in  general.  This  has  been  entirely  overcome 
and  we  welcome  a marvelous  change  of  sentiment  in  this  regard. 

“The  citizens  of  Minnesota  have  wasted  and  are  wasting  the  for- 
est resources  of  the  state  because  they  don’t  know  how  to  do  better. 
It  seems  to  me  that  what  we  need  at  present  for  the  success  of  our 
work  is  to  educate  the  people  that  we  may  be  better  able  to  fulfil 
our  mission  of  developing  the  forest  resources  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota. 

“I  have  made  these  few  remarks  in  order  that  you  might  under- 
stand why  I would  recommend  a different  treatment  with  the  Pills- 
bury forest  reserve  now  than  I would  were  the  subject  of  forestry 
well  established  in  the  minds  of  the  people  and  our  work  on  a per- 
manent basis. 

“Mr.  Duncan  has  made  a very  excellent  report  of  his  survey  of 
the  Pillsbury  forest.  I have  examined  this  land  and  would  recom- 
mend as  follows : 

“i.  Foreman  and  Buildings.  From  the  first  the  work  should 
have  the  constant  supervision  of  a good  practical  man  who  should 
live  on  the  land.  For  his  use  we  should  clear  about  twenty-five 
acres  of  land,  a part  of  which  should  be  used  for  nursery.  To  ac- 
commodate him  a cheap  house  and  barn  should  be  erected  to  cost 
together  not  over  $1,400.00. 

“2.  Other  Help.  During  the  growing  season  probably  two  la- 
borers would  be  necessary  for  eight  months  each.  At  times  other 
help  would  be  needed,  and  especially  for  transplanting  operations, 
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for  which  purpose  we  could  often  use  boys  or  women,  though  but 
little  help  for  planting  will  be  needed  until  1906. 

“3.  Fire  Lanes.  I think  that  we  should  establish  fire  lanes 
around  the  whole  tract,  with  some  cross  lanes,  taking  advantage  in 
such  work  of  bodies  of  water  or  courses  of  streams.  I am  some- 
what in  doubt  as  to  the  best  method  of  making  these  fire  lanes,  but 
it  is  probably  best  to  mow  the  brush  for  a width  of  two  rods  and 
continue  this  annually  until  grass  takes  possession  of  the  land.  On 
some  parts  of  the  land  the  same  results  may  be  best  accomplished 
by  plowing,  and  sometimes  by  grazing.  Such  fire  lanes  would  pro- 
tect the  young  growth  on  the  land  from  its  worst  enemy,  and  be 
good  hay  land. 

“4.  Regeneration.  In  planning  the  regeneration  work  with  this 
reserve  we  should  aim  to  grow  only  valuable  trees  for  timber  and  to 
have  the  land  fully  stocked  with  them,  and  to  accomplish  this  we 
must  depend  largely  on  plantings,  as  most  of  the  land  is  barren  of 
good  trees.  We  should  utilize  the  present  growth  on  the  land,  which 
consists  mostly  of  aspen  poplar,  to  act  as  nurse  trees  for  the  more 
valuable  kinds  until  the  latter  are  well  established,  after  which  they 
may  be  removed — if  they  afe  not  shaded  out. 

“5.  Nurseries.  We  should  establish  a nursery  on  this  reserve 
so  that  we  may  obtain  our  seedlings  at  the  lowest  price  and  near  by. 
I would  suggest  that  a suitable  spot  be  selected  and  the  land  pre- 
pared for  this  purpose.  I think  at  least  one  acre  should  be  made 
ready  for  this  work  early  next  spring,  and  some  seed  sown  in  it. 

“ 6 . Spruce.  As  to  what  we  should  plant.  The  present  outlook 
seems  to  show  that  good  financial  returns-  can  be  expected  sooner 
from  plantings  of  spruce  than  from  any  other  tree.  My  observa- 
tions lead  me  to  think  that  spruce  of  suitable  size  for  paper  pulp  may 
be  grown  in  from  25  to  30  years,  and  will  then  yield  from  60  to  100 
cords  per  acre  on  good  land ; it  is  now  worth  $4.00  to  $7.00.  per  cord 
at  pulp  mills.  Some  of  this  Pillsbury  land  is  well  adapted  for  this 
purpose,  and  I would  suggest  that  we  plan  to  plant  perhaps  300 
acres  in  Norway  and  White  spruce,  selecting  for  this  purpose,  of 
course,  the  land  most  suitable  for  it.  I think  about  3,000  seedlings 
should  be  planted  per  acre,  which  would  make  necessary  900,000. 
The  estimated  espense  of  this  would  be — 


“Plants, $6.00 

“Labor  9.00 


“Total  $15.00  per  acre. 

“7.  White  Pine.  That  most  valuable  of  all  trees,  the  White 
Pine,  does  not  make  first-class  timber  in  much  less  than  80  years, 
although  it  will  be  large  enough  for  marketing  in  from  30  to  40 
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years.  We  should  plan  to  plant  out  300  or  400  acres  of  White 
Pine.  The  conditions  on  much  of  the  land  are  such  that  it  could 
be  planted  to  White  Pine  to  good  advantage,  and  the  soil  is  especial- 
ly adapted  to  this  tree.  For  this  purpose  I would  suggest  that  we 
plan  to  raise  200,000  pine  seedlings,  allowing  500  seedlings  per  acre. 
I think  the  cost  per  acre  need  not  exceed — 


“For  planting $3.00 

“For  raising  seedlings 2.00 

“Total  $5-00  per  acre. 


“8.  Norway  Pine.  On  some  considerable  areas  of  this  reserve 
there  is  nearly  a sufficient  number  of  seedling  Norway  Pine  to  make 
a good  stand  at  maturity.  This  should  be  increased  or  thinned  as 
needed  and  the  stand  made  good.  The  expense  of  this  cannot  be 
estimated  from  the  data  at  hand,  but  in  many  cases  it  can  be  done 
at  trifling  cost. 

“9.  Douglas  Fir.  The  Douglas  Fir  from  the  Rocky  Mountains 
should  also  be  tried,  as  it  promises  to  prove  valuable  here  as  a tim- 
ber tree.  I think  we  could,  to  advantage,  experiment  with  ten  acres 
of  this  tree. 

“10.  Bull  Pine.  A thorough  trial  should  be  made  of  the  Bull 
Pine  found  in  Colorado,  as  it  seems  to  be  perfectly  at  home  here 
and  to  make  a very  rapid  growth  and  to  resist  fire  exceedingly  well. 
The  seed  of  it  may  be  cheaply  obtained  and  grows  readily. 

“n.  Tamarack,  Soft  Maple,  Rock  Elm,  Yellow  Cottonwood. 
In  addition  to  the  evergreen  trees  recommended  I would  suggest  the 
trial  of  both  the  American  and  European  Tamarack,  as  they  seem 
to  be  well  adapted  to  some  of  the  soil  of  this  section.  We  should 
also  plant  small  areas  of  the  soft  maple,  which  will  make  a.  timber 
tree  in  a short  time,  and  seems  destined  to  be  largely  used  for  floor- 
ing and  some  kinds  of  interior  finishing.  Rock  Elm  and  the  Yellow 
Cottonwood  of  the  Missouri  Valley  should  also  be  planted.  This 
latter  tree  is  quite  different  from  the  common  white  cottonwood  of 
this  section,  and  is  an  excellent  soft  lumber  that  is  now  exported  in 
large  quantities.  Some  of  our  native  basswood  should  also  be 
planted,  if  the  seedlings  can  be  obtained. 

“12.  Gathering  Seedlings.  I would  suggest  that  we  try  to 
gather  a large  number  of  White  and  Norway  Pine  seedlings  next 
spring  and  plant  them  temporarily  in  nursery  rows,  to  be  set  out  per- 
manently in  one  or  two  years.  There  are  occasionally  places  through 
the  timbered  area  near  the  Pillsbury  forest  where  these  may  be  ob- 
tained in  considerable  quantities  and  at  very  little  expense.

"To  carry  into  effect  Professor  Green’s  detailed  plan  the  Legisla- 
ture should  appropriate  for  the  'permanent  investment’  the  amount 
of  $3,584.50  to  be  available  immediately;  and  for  annual  expense 
the  amount  of  $1,860.00  for  each  of  the  years,  1903  and  1904. 

"forfeited  lands. 

"Chapter  335  of  the  General  Laws  of  Minnesota  of  1901  to  set 
apart  certain  tax  title  lands  for  state  forestry  purposes  actually  set 
apart  only  such  lands  as  were  bid  in  under  Chapter  150  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  Minnesota  of  1893;  so  that  the  Board  is  likely  to  se- 
cure under  said  act  only  about  1,000  acres  which  is  a very  much 
smaller  quantity  than  was  expected.  Therefore  if  the  state  pro- 
poses to  engage  in  the  work  of  reforesting  any  of  the  waste  non- 
agrieultural  lands  in  its  limits  provision  will  have  to  be  made  for 
obtaining  title  to  the  same  by  purchase. 

"purchase  of  land  for  forestry  purposes. 

"It  is  no  disparagement  to  this  great  state  to  say  that  there  are  in 
scattered  localities  within  its  limits  a few,  probably  three,  million 
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acres  of  land  which  on  account  of  being  sandy,  hilly  or  rocky  is 
unfit  for  agriculture.  Long  experience  of  many  old  countries  shows 
that  such  land  if  planted  with  coniferous  forest  would,  when  fully 
stocked  in  forest,  yield  a fair  net  revenue.  The  reforestation  of 
this  land  will  not  restore  anything  quite  equal  to  the  virgin  forest 
which  has  existed  in  this  state  and  some  of  which  still  remains,  nor 
will  it  prevent  a decline  and  partial  intermission  of  the  great  lumber 
industry;  but  it  would  in  time  in  a great  measure  restore  our 
wealth  of  forest,  place  it  on  a basis  of  sustained  yield  and  nearly, 
if  not  wholly,  supply  our  home  demand  for  lumber.  It  would  also 
open  a field  for  remunerative  labor  and  give  our  state  honorable  dis- 
tinction for  properly  meeting  one  of  the  great  questions  of  the  day. 

“The  Forestry  Board  does  not  recommend  haste  in  this  matter. 
However,  the  people  have  been  discussing  forestry  for  many  years 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  time  for  business  had  come.  The  work 
of  reforesting  any  considerable  tracts  of  land  will  be  necessarily  slow. 
It  would  require  at  least  three  years  to  raise  a sufficient  nursery 
of  seedlings  or  transplants  to  plant  even  500  acres. 

“The  state  has  for  twenty-five  years  been  paying  $20,000  a year 
in  bounties  for  tree  planting  on  the  prairies  and  it  seems  to  the 
Forestry  Board  that  there  is  a sort  of  consistency  and  justice  for 
the  Legislature  now  to  begin  to  appropriate  an  equal  amount  of 
money  in  starting  the  work  of  reforestration  in  our  once  forested 
regions.  The  Board  has  therefore  prepared  and  hereby  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill  for  the  purchase  of  land 
for  forestry  purposes. 

“Beginning  with  the  year  1899  the  appropriations  for  the  expense 
of  the  Forestry  Board  have  been  $1,000  annually  and  in  the  aggre- 
gate $4,000,  of  which  amount  $889.93,  and  no  more,  has  been  ex- 
pended, and  all  bills  are  paid  to  date.  It  is  understood,  of  course, 
that  no  member  of  the  Board  receives  pay  for  services.

A Bill  for  an  Act  to  enable  the  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board 
to  purchase  land  for  forestry  purposes  and  to  appropriate  money 
therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  i.  The  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  acquire  by  purchase  for  the  state  at  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per  acre  and  preferably  at  the  sources 
of  rivers  any  land  in  this  state  that  is  adapted  for  forestry  but  not  to 
exceed  in  any  one  congressional  township  one-eighth  part  of  the 
area  of  such  township  ; and  to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
maintain  forest  thereon  according  to  forestry  principles.  One-quar- 
ter part  of  the  net  forest  revenue  from  such  lands  shall  always  be 
paid  to  the  respective  towns  in  which  the  lands  are  situated.  No 
money  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  for  any  such  land  until  the  Attor- 
ney General  shall  certify  that  the  deed  thereof  conveys  a clear  title 
in  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  To  enable  the  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board  to  carry 
this  act  into  effect  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  ($20,000)  dollars.  Any  balance  of  such  appropriation 
not  expended  in  the  year  for  which  appropriated  shall  be  available 
in  any  subsequent  year  if  needed.

Mr.  Morgan  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  the  philosophy  and  policy  of  protection  was  violated 
when  lumber  was  placed  upon  the  protected  list,  and  is  being  violated 
by  retaining  it  upon  such  list ; and, 

Whereas,  the  existence  of  a tariff  upon  lumber  is  a constant 
menace  to  the  existence  of  our  forests  and  offers  a premium  for  their 
destruction;  and, 

Whereas,  the  supply  of  standing  or  growing  timber  was  original- 
ly limited  in  amount  and  has  always  been  a diminishing  quantity 
and  no  adequate  or  practical  steps  or  measures  have  ever  been  taken, 
devised  or  adopted  in  this  country^  to  preserve  our  forests  or  lumber 
supply  or  to  re-stock  any  of  the  cut-over  areas ; and, 

Whereas,  the  constant  diminution  of  our  forest  areas  is  a direct 
menace  to  the  existence  of  our  water  supply,  and  by  their  destruction 
the  arid  belt  in  this  country  is  annually  increasing,  and  the  existence 
of  our  forests  is  essential  to  the  perpetuity  of  our  lakes  and  streams 
and  to  maintain  the  water  supply  essential  to  irrigation  and  for  gen- 
eral use  and  comfort ; and, 

Whereas,  the  supply  of  standing  or  growing  timber  in  this  State 
and  in  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  northwestern  lumber  producing  states, 
will  not  last  to  exceed  ten  years, at  the  present  rate  of  destruction, and 
there  is  no  present  sign  of  abatement  of  such  destruction,  but  on  the 
contrary  there  is  evident  on  every  hand  an  intention  and  disposition 
on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  lumbering  operations  to  completely 
and  absolutely  and  within  the  shortest  possible  period  of  time  lay 
bare  our  pine  lands  under  the  invitation  and  protection  of  the  lumber 
tariff  ; and, 

W hereas,  lumber  is  not  a product  or  industry  entitled  to  protec- 
tion upon  any  theory  or  principle,  for  the  reason  that  the  supply  is 
not  produced  or  increased  by  human  agencies,  but  is  produced  solely 
by  taking  from  the  public  domain  a product  and  wealth  placed  there 
by  nature  unaided  by  human  agencies,  and  the  supply  has  always 
been  diminishing  and  has  now  reached  the  verge  of  annihilation,  and 
the  complete  annihilation  of  which  can  only  be  postponed  or  pre- 
vented by  a repeal  of  the  unjust  and  nefarious  lumber  tariff ; and, 

Whereas,  we  shall  soon  be  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  foreign 
producer  of  lumber  and  entirely  dependent  upon  the  foreign  product 
for  our  supply;  and, 
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Whereas,  the  price  of  lumber  is  constantly  increasing  and  the 
domestic  supply  is  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  existing  demands  at 
reasonable  rates  and  prices,  and  the  existing  tariff  duties  are  largely 
if  not  wholly  responsible  for  the  present  exorbitant  and  extortionate 
prices  of  lumber  and  practically  shut  out  the  foreign  product  and 
effectually  stifle  competition;  and, 

Whereas,  there  is  not  now  and  never  has  been  any  valid  reason 
or  excuse  for  the  existence  of  any  tariff  duties  upon  lumber  and  the 
same  should  be  at  once  and  forever  completely  and  fully  abolished 
and  repealed  ; Therefore, 

Resolved,  the  House  concurring,  That  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  requested  and  peti- 
tioned to  forthwith  initiate  and  work  for  such  legislation  in  our 
National  Congress  as  will  at  once  secure  the  placing  of  lumber  upon 
the  free  list  and  the  complete  and  absolute  repeal  of  all  tariff  duties 
pertaining  to  the  same. 

Resolved,  that  a duly  authenticated  copy  of  this  resolution  be  im- 
mediately, upon  its  adoption,  forwarded  to  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress.

Mr.  Thorpe  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  Writing  paper  and  other  articles  disappear  from  our 
desks,  even  when  locked,  and 

W hereas,  the  employes  seem  to  be  either  unable  or  unwilling  to 
prevent  it,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved , That  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  and  he  is  hereby  in- 
structed and  authorized,  when  the  Senate  is  not  in  session  and  the  < 
Senate  Chamber  is  open,  to  detail  Committee  Clerks,  Cloak  Room 
Keepers,  Fireman  or  other  employes,  when  not  on  duty,  to  guard 
the  property  of  Senators  and  their  officers.

Mr.  Morgan  called  up  his  resolution  of  January  21,  viz. : 

Whereas,  the  philosophy  and  policy  of  protection  was  violated 
when  lumber  was  placed  upon  the  protected  list,  and  is  being  violated 
by  retaining  it  upon  such  list ; and, 

Whereas,  the  existence  of  a tariff  upon  lumber  is  a constant  i 
menace  to  the  existence  of  our  forests  and  offers  a premium  for  their  , 
destruction ; and, 

Whereas,  the  supply  of  standing  or  growing  timber  was  original- 
ly limited  in  amount  and  has  always  been  a diminishing  quantity  ' 
and  no  adequate  or  practical  steps  or  measures  have  ever  been  taken, 
devised  or  adopted  in  this  country  to  preserve  our  forests  or  lumber 
supply  or  to  re-stock  any  of  the  cut-over  areas ; and, 

Whereas,  the  constant  diminution  of  our  forest  areas  is  a direct  1 
menace  to  the  existence  of  our  water  supply,  and  by  their  destruction  j 
the  arid  belt  in  this  country  is  annually  increasing,  and  the  existence  1 
of  our  forests  is  essential  to  the  perpetuity  of  our  lakes  and  streams  % 
and  to  maintain  the  water  supply  essential  to  irrigation-  and  for  gen-  1 
eral  use  and  comfort;  and, 

Whereas,  the  supply  of  standing  or  growing  timber  in  this  State  3 
and  in  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  northwestern  lumber  producing  states,  j 
will  not  last  to  exceed  ten  years, at  the  present  rate  of  destruction, and  < 
there  is  no  present  sign  of  abatement  of  such  destruction,  but  on  the 
contrary  there  is  evident  on  every  hand  an  intention  and  disposition  ^ 
on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  lumbering  operations  to  completely 
and  absolutely  and  within  the  shortest  possible  period  of  time  lay 
bare  our  pine  lands  under  the  invitation  and  protection  of  the  lumber 
tariff ; and, 

Whereas,  lumber  is  not  a product  or  industry  entitled  to  protec-  1 
tion  upon  any  theory  or  principle,  for  the  reason  that  the  supply  is 
not  produced  or  increased  by  human  agencies,  but  is  produced  solely  T 
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by  taking  from  the  public  domain  a product  and  wealth  placed  there 
by  nature  unaided  by  human  agencies,  and  the  supply  has  always 
been  diminishing  and  has  now  reached  the  verge  of  annihilation,  and 
the  complete  annihilation  of  which  can  only  be  postponed  or  pre- 
vented by  a repeal  of  the  unjust  and  nefarious  lumber  tariff ; and, 

Whereas,  we  shall  soon  be  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  foreign 
producer  of  lumber  and  entirely  dependent  upon  the.  foreign  product 
for  our  supply;  and, 

W hereas,  the  price  of  lumber  is  constantly  increasing  and  the 
domestic  supply  is  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  existing  demands  at 
reasonable  rates  and  prices,  and  the  existing  tariff  duties  are  largely 
if  not  wholly  responsible  for  the  present'  exorbitant  and  extortionate 
prices  , of  lumber  and  practically  shut  out  the  foreign  product  and 
effectually  stifle  competition;  and, 

Whereas,  there  is  not  now  and  never  has  been  any  valid  reason 
or  excuse  for  the  existence  of  any  tariff  duties  upon  lumber  and  the 
same  should  be  at  once  and  forever  completely  and  fully  abolished 
and  repealed;  Therefore, 

Resolved , the  House  concurring,  That  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  requested  and  peti- 
tioned to  forthwith  initiate  and  work  for  such  legislation  in  our 
National  Congress  as  will  at  once  secure  the  placing  of  lumber  upon 
the  free  list  and  the  complete  and  absolute  repeal  of  all  tariff  duties 
pertaining  to  the  same. 

Resolved , that  a duly  authenticated  copy  of  this  resolution  be  im- 
mediately, upon  its  adoption,  forwarded  to  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress.

Dear  Sir  : At  your  request  I send  you  herewith  a statement  of 

the  drainage  work  executed  by  the  State  Drainage  Commission  and 
paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $50,000,  appropriated  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  the  year  1900,  which  is  as  follows:

The  Lost  River  State  Ditch  in  Polk  and  Beltrami  Counties  is  3.7 
miles  long  and  was  completed  in  July,  1902.  This  ditch  runs  in 
a northwesterly  direction  through  Twp.  150,  N.  Ranges  38  and  39 
W.  and  connects  the  upper  and  lower  parts  of  Lost  River,  extend- 
ing through  what  is  known  as  Lost  River  swamp.  The  lands 
which  were  flooded  by  reason  of  this  river  being  closed  up  in  the 
manner  which  it  was,  embraced  in  all  upwards  of  two  townships. 

The  lands  that  are  directly  benefited  by  the  construction  of  this 
ditch  is  about  30,000  acres.  The  greater  portion  of  these'  lands 
that  lie  within  the  ceded  portion  of  the  Red  Lake  Indian  Reserva- 
tion, and  do  not  belong  to  the  State,  their  value  has  been  enhanced 
by  the  construction  of  this  ditch  fully  $5.00  an  acre.  The  State 
swamp  lands  lying  to  the  west  of  the  ditch  and  outside  of  the  Reser- 
vation, amounting  to  some  3,000  or  4,000  acres  have  been  increased 
in  value  fully  $3.00  per  acre. 

This  ditch  is  in  fine  working  condition;  has  a swift  current  and 
will  become  much  larger  by  erosion.  Many  lateral  ditches  are  be- 
ing projected  into  this  main  channel  and  it  appears  from  present 
indications  that  this  whole  tract  of  meadow  land,  which  until  the 
construction  of  the  Lost  River  ditch,  was  a veritable  bog,  will  soon 
be  occupied  and  cultivated.  The  cost  of  this  ditch  is  $3,867.24. 

The  Yeager  Lake  State  Ditch  in  Wadena  County,  Minnesota, 
which  connects  Jim  Cook  Lake  with  Yeager  Lake  and  Yeager  Lake 
with  Crow  Wing  River,  is  5 miles  long  and  runs  through  some  of 
the  richest  meadow  lands  in  Wadena  County.  These  lands  prior  , 
to  the  construction  of  this  ditch  were  annually  overflowed  and  ren- 
dered worthless.'  At  the  time  this  ditch  was  surveyed,  the  State 
owned  over  3,000  acres  of  swamp  and  school  lands  which  are  ; 
drained  by  this  ditch;  besides  the  State  lands  there  is  fully  10,000  j 
acres  of  land  belonging  to  private  individuals  that  is  benefited  by  ] 
the  construction  of  this  ditch.  These  lands  have  been  increased  in  ; 
value  not  less  than  $3.00  per  acre.  This  ditch  was  completed  Oc-  ■ 
tober,  1902,  and  is  now  in  fine  working  order  and  has  lowered  the 
water  in  the  lakes  nearly  3 feet,  thus  reclaiming  much  meadow  lands 
along  the  shores  of  the  lakes.  The  total  cost  of  this  ditch  is  $5,-  | 
128.54. 

The  Lmardville  State  Ditch  in  Red  Lake  County  is  5 miles  long  ’ 
and  cost  $3,010.00.  This  ditch  is  not  quite  completed,  there  is  very 
little  work  to  be  done,  however,  and  a few  days  in  the  spring  will  J 
suffice  to  fully  complete  the  ditch  and  place  it  in  good  working  order. 
The  state  swamp  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  this  ditch  were  sold  just 
prior  to  the  construction  of  the  ditch  and  were  purchased  in  antici- 
pation of  the  constructon  of  the  ditch  and  lands  that  were  appraised 
at  $5.00  per  acre  sold  at  from  $8  to  $14  per  acre.  This  ditch  drains  . 
fully  5,000  acres. 

• 1 
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The  Badger  and  Skunk  Creek  Ditch,  in  Roseau  County,  is  8.3 
miles  long  and  connects  Badger  and  Skunk  Creek  with  the  Roseau 
River,  passing  through  some  rich  prairie  land  which  prior  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  ditch  was  annually  overflowed  by  waters  of  this 
Creek  and  rendered  worthless  for  agricultural  purposes.  This  ditch 
drains  fully  20,000  acres  and  is  one  of  the  first  ditches  to  be  con- 
structed in  Roseau  County.  At  the  time  this  ditch  was  surveyed 
the  State  owned  about  4,000  acres  of  State  swamp  and  school  lands 
which  are  benefited  by  the  construction  of  this  ditch.  The  greater 
portion  of  these  lands  have  been  sold  at  from  $7  to  $9  per  acre. 
Prior  to  the  construction  of  the  ditch  there  was  no  market  for  these 
lands  and  they  could  not  be  sold  for  $5.00  per  acre.  The  cost  of 
this  ditch  is  $13,261.96. 

The  benefits  resulting  to  State  swamp  lands  will  not  be  less  than 
$12,000,  while  the  benefits  to  other  swamp  lands  will  be  at  least 
$30,000.  This  ditch  is  well  under  way  and  will  be  fully  completed 
by  the  first  of  July  next  year. 

The  contractor  has  worked  at  great  disadvantages  owing  to  the 
very  unfavorable  seasons  and  excessive  rains  in  that  locality. 

The  Goodhope  Ditch  in  Norman  County  is  about  2.12  miles  long 
and  furnishes  an  outlet  for  many  miles  of  township  and  county 
ditches  which  drain  the  country  to  the  east.  This  ditch  cost  $5,- 
287.77  and  is  almost  completed.  The  State  swamp  lands  in  the 
vicinity  of  this  ditch  were  sold  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  ditch. 

New  Solum  State  Ditch  in  Marshall  County  is  4 miles  long  and 
cost  $5,79577.  This  ditch  is  well  under  way  and  will  be  fully  com- 
pleted by  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1903. 

This  ditch  drains  from  between  3,000  and  4,000  acres  of  swamp 
lands.  The  greater  portion  of  which  belonged  to  the  State  and  were 
sold  after  the  contract  had  been  awarded  for  the  construction  of 
the  ditch.  These  State  swamp  lands  were  appraised  at  $5.00  per 
acre  and  was  sold  at  from  $8  to  $12.  The  additional  amount  real- 
ized in  the  sale  of  the  State  lands  by  reason  of  construction  of  this 
ditch  is  not  less  than  $10,000. 

The  Grand  Marais  State  Ditch  in  Polk  County  is  one  mile  long 
and  cost  $1,839.55.  This  ditch  opened  the  mouth  of  the  Grand 
Marais  and  drains  off  many  miles  of  stagnant  water  which  was  the 
cause  of  much  sickness  and  distress  for  the  owners  of  the  lands 
along  the  Marais. 

The  Silver  Leaf  State  Ditch  in  Becker  County  is  about  2 miles 
long  and  cost  $878.75.  This  ditch  drains  about  2,000  acres  of 
swamp  lands.  The  greater  portion  of  which  belongs  to  the  State. 

The  State  lands  tributary  to  this  ditch,  by  reason  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  same  have  been  increased  in  value  not  less  than  $4,000. 
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The  Gun  Lake  State  Ditch  in  Aitkin  County  is  5^4  miles  long 
and  cost  $5,886.60.  This  ditch  runs  for  its  entire  length  through 
rich  level  land.  When  completed  it  will  lower  the  level  of  Gun 
Lake  nearly  four  feet  and  render  possible  the  drainage  of  all  lands 
tributary  to  the  lake  which  in  their  present  condition  are  over- 
flowed by  the  back  waters  from  this  lake  which  has  no  natural  out- 
let. The  state  at  he  time  of  the  letting  of  the  contract,  for  this 
ditch  owned  about  12,000  acres  of  swamp  and  school  lands  that  are 
benefited  by  the  construction  of  this  ditch.  These  lands  were  ap- 
praised at  $5  per  acre  and  nearly  6,000  acres  of  the  same  were  sold 
last  fall  at  an  average  price  of  about  $8.00  per  acre,  or  a total  in- 
crease over  appraised  valuation  of  about  $18,000  or  three  times  the 
cost  of  the  ditch. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  total  miles  of  ditches  con- 
structed or  in  course  of  construction  by  the  present  Drainage  Com- 
mission together  with  the  cost  of  the  same  and  estimates  of  the  bene- 
fits which  will  accrue  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  these  ditches.

The  total  number  of  acres  benefited  by  the  construction  of  these 
ditches  including  State  swamp  lands  and  all  other  lands  is  83,000 
acres.  Estimating  the  benefits  at  $3.00  per  acre  the  increase  in 
valuation  will  be  $248,000. 

The  number  of  acres  of  State  swamp  land  benefited  by  the  con- 
struction of  these  ditches  is  about  31,500  acres.  These  swamp 
lands  have  been  increased  in  value  not  less  than  $3.00  per  acre  or  a 
total  of  $94,500.  The  percentage  of  the  appropriation  which  has 
been  expended  in  contracts  for  excavation  is  91.62  per  cent. 
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Engineering  and  expense  of  Commision,  right  of  way,  etc.,  is 
8.21  per  cent. 

Advertising  and  printing,  0.17  per  cent. 

The  seasons  of  1901  and  1902  have  been  most  unfavorable  for 
this  class  of  work,  all  such  work  has  been  greatly  retarded  on  ac- 
count of  the  excessive  rains. 

All  of  the  ditches  except  three,  however,  are  practically  completed. 
These  three  will  undoubtedly  be  finished  by  the  30th  of  June,  1903.

In  submitting  the  above  letter  of  George  A.  Ralph,  Engineer  for 
the  State  Drainage  Commission,  I beg  to  say  that  the  statement 
as  to  the  number  of  miles  of  drains  constructed  and  the  cost  of  same 
is  absolutely  correct.  The  number  of  acres  estimated  to  have  been 
benefited  is  low,  judging  from  what  I know  of  the  Emardville  State 
Ditch  which,  I am  personally  satisfied,  benefits  at  least  6,000  acres, 
and  if  his  estimates  are  as  low  on  the  other  ditches,  the  total  number 
of  acres  benefited  will  be  nearer  100,000  acres  than  83,000  acres. 
That  the  estimate  of  $3.00  per  acre  in  increased  value  is  low,  the 
document  itself  proves,  as  it  shows  that  lands  appraised  at  $5.00 
per  acre,  that  were  benefited  by  the  Emardville  ditch  sold  at  from 
$8.00  to  $14.00,  an  average  increase  of  $6.00  per  acre,  and  that  the 
lands  on  the  Badger  and  Skunk  Creek  Ditch,  which  were  practically 
of  no  value,  sold  at  from  $7.00  to  $9.00  per  acre  which  could  not, 
before  the  drain  was  made,  be  sold  at  any  price,  therefore,  I deem  it 
safe  to  say  that  Mr.  Ralph  has  been  exceedingly  conservative  in  his 
estimate  of  the  amount  that  the  lands  benefited  have  increased  in 
value,  so  that  I believe  it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  place  of  the  increased 
value  being  $248,000,  it  is  $331,000.

States  provides  that  Congress  shall  on  the  application  of  the  legis- 
latures of  two-thirds  of  the  several  states  call  a convention  for  pro- 
posing amendments  to  the  Constitution : 

And  Whereas,  there  is  a general  desire  on  the  part  of  the  cit- 
izens of  the  State  of  Minnesota  that  the  United  States  Senators 
should  be  elected  by  a direct  vote  of  the  people, 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved , the  House  of  Representatives  concur-  j 
ring,  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  favors  the 
adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution- of  the  United  States 
which  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  the  United  States  Senators  1 
by  popular  vote,  and  joins  with  other  states  of  the  Union,  in  re- 
spectfully requesting  that  a convention  be  called  for  the  purpose  of 
proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
as  provided  in  Article  V.  of  the  said  Constitution,  which  amendment 
shall  provide  for  a change  in  the  present  method  of  electing  United 
States  Senators  so  that  they  shall  be  elected  in  each  state  by  a direct 
vote  of  the  people. 

Resolved , that  a copy  of  this  joint  resolution  and  application  to 
Congress  for  a calling  of  a convention  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  United  States,  and  that  a similar  copy  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  United 
States  House  of  Representatives.

REPORT  FROM  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Feb.  21,  1903. 

T 0 Hon.  Ray  W . Jones , Lieutenant  Governor,  Hon.  L.  W.  Babcock, 

Speaker,  and  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  Minnesota 

Legislature : 

Your  joint  Committee  from  the  Senate  and  House  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  branches  for  the  purpose  of  visiting 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  grounds  at  St.  Louis,  with  the 
view  of  making  recommendations  on  the  request  of  the  Minnesota 
commissioners  to  that  exposition  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$100,000  for  the  purpose  of  better  setting  forth  the  advantages  of 
the  State,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

I.  The  Committee  visited  the  grounds  on  Feb.  12th  and  13th, 
and  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  enterprise  con- 
templated by  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  and  from  the 
building  already  under  way,  as  well  as  the  building  contracted  for 
and  contemplated,  your  Committee  has  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  will  undoubtedly  be  the  most 
stupendous  venture  of  its  kind  ever  attempted  in  the  history  of 
the  civilized  world. 
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The  grounds  are  located  about  eight  miles  from  the  central  busi- 
ness portion  of  the  city,  and  will  be  rendered  easily  accessible  by 
the  street  car  lines,  and  by  a number  of  railroad  lines,  some  of  which 
have  regular  trains  passing  the  grounds  daily  at  this  time.  The 
area  of  the  grounds  is  1,180  acres,  and  when  your  Committee  were 
present  this  entire  field  was  a hive  of  human  industry,  engineers, 
contractors,  skilled  labor  and  other  classes  of  labor  were  everywhere 
engaged  in  erecting  immense  structures  and  reducing  the  topography 
of  the  tract  so  as  to-  conform  with  the  ideas  of  the  master  minds 
having  the  exposition  under  control. 

The  educational  building,  costing  $750,000,  was  already  practical- 
ly completed.  The  building  for  the  manufactures  was  well  under  way, 
while  the  building  for  the  liberal  arts,  which  will  have  a capacity 
alone  of  more  than  all  the  buildings  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition 
at  Buffalo,  is  under  contract  to  be  completed  by  April  30th,  when 
President  Roosevelt  will  formally  dedicate  the  structure. 

Ground  is  being  placed  in  condition  for  the  construction  of  the 
transportation  building,  the  machinery  building,  the  electricity  build- 
ing and  the  building  for  varied  industries  and  for  that  of  fine  arts, 
all  of  them  occupying  an  immense  acreage,  and  excelling  by  far  the 
structures  of  similar  character^  previous  expositions.  The  govern- 
ment has  a corps  of  engineers  and  employes  at  work  on  its  building, 
as  well  as  on  another  building  for  fisheries,  and  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  United  States  government  is  contemplating  the  expenditure 
of  nearly  $3,000,000  in  this  vast  enterprise,  and  that  it  has  also  taken 
stock  amounting  to  $5,000,000  in  the  company  having  charge  of  the 
Exposition,  making  a total  of  nearly  $8,000,000  to  be  expended  by 
the  government  some  idea  can  be  had  of  the  faith  and  confidence  our 
National  legislative  body  has  placed  in  the  enterprise. 

Just  back  of  where  the  government  building,  and  the  building  for 
the  fisheries,  will  stand,  and  on  an  elevation  overlooking  the  entire 
area,  has  been  chosen  the  site  for  the  Missouri  building,  where  that 
State  will  expend  $1,000,000  in  the  construction  of  a handsome 
dome  and  columned  building  and  in  the  entertainment  of  the  thous- 
ands of  people  who  propose  to-  visit  the  exposition  next  year.  Just 
back  of  this  site,  which  is  a first  choice,  is  the  site  selected  by  the 
Minnesota  commissioners  for  the  proposed  Minnesota  building.  It  is 
undoubtedly  the  second  best  site  on  the  grounds — commanding,  eas- 
ily accessible,  located  in  the  oaks  of  the  park,  and  no  better  site  could 
have  been  selected  by  our  commissioners  after  first  place  was  given 
to  Missouri. 

II.  Your  Committee  held  an  extended  conference  with  Col. 
Isaac  Taylor,  the  director  of  works,  and  he  suggested  to  the  Com- 
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mittee  that  the  Minnesota  commission,  in  building,  do  not  reach  out 
into  extravagance  with  a dome  building,  but  suggested  that  the 
building  be  one  of  a good  style  of  architecture — pretentious  and  after 
the  Italian  Renaissance  period,  standing  out  like  the  State,  compact- 
ly, substantially  and  boldly,  and  particularly  impressive,  which  would 
be  the  case  if  his  views  are  adopted,  because  the  building  will  stand 
between  two  dome  buildings — that  of  Missouri  and  Illinois.  Col. 
Taylor  suggested  that  the  Minnesota  building  ought  to  cost  between 
$35, 000  and  $40,000,  that  it  ought  not  to  be  over  130  feet  in  length 
over  all,  and  not  more  than  70  feet  in  width  over  all.  Col.  Taylor 
made  many  more  suggestions  of  value  to  the  Committee,  and  gave  us 
every  possible  information  that  would  lead  to  a correct  report  to 
your  honorable  body. 

III.  At  the  time  of  the  visit  of  your  Committee  to  the  grounds 
we  were  informed  that  Arkansas  had  already  appropriated  $30,000 
for  the  State’s  exhibit;  Colorado  $50,000,  Iowa  $125,000,  Kansas 
$75,000,  Louisiana  $100,000,  Missouri  $1,000,000  and  Oklahoma 
$20,000.  These  are  States  in  the  Louisiana  Purchase  tract.  In  Ar- 
kansas a bill  has  passed  the  senate  increasing  the  amount  of  that  state 
by  $77,000.  In  Colorado  a supplementary  bill  has  been  drawn  up 
asking  for  $200,000  additional.  In  Kansas  the  House  has  passed  a 
bill  appropriating  $100,000  additional.  The  Nebraska  legislature 
will  appropriate  $75,000.  The  Oklahoma  senate  has  passed  a bill 
appropriating  an  additional  $30,000.  States  not  in  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  tract  have  been  liberal.  Arizona  has  appropriated  $30,000 ; 
Maryland  $25,000;  New  Jersey  $50,000;  New  York  $100,000;  Il- 
linois $250,000;  Massachusetts  $25,000;  Mississippi  $50,000  : New 
Mexico  $20,000;  Ohio  $75,000;  Oregon  $50,000;  Pennsylvania 
$300,000;  South  Carolina  $2,500  and  Wisconsin  $25,000,  and  a bill 
has  already  passed  committee  increasing  appropriation  to  $200,000. 
Supplementing  the  above  statement  it  can  be  added  that  bills  have 
been  introduced  in  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  as  follows : 

Alabama,  $50,000;  Alaska,  $50,000,  by  congress;  California, 
$250,000;  Connecticut,  $75,000  to  $100,000;  Delaware,  $25,000; 
Hawaii,  $50,000;  Idaho,  $50,000;  Illinois,  $100,000;  Indian  Ter- 
ritory, $50,000;  Maine,  $100,000.  Massachusetts  is  figuring  on  an 
increase  of  from  $100,000  to  $200,000,  while  every  other  State  in 
the  Union  is  likewise  making  liberal  provisions  to  be  properly  repre- 
sented at  this  world-eclipsing  enterprise. 

That  Minnesota  should  be  properly  represented  at  this  exposition 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  The  larger  portion  of  this  State  was  original- 
ly a part  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  and  to-day  Minnesota  is  the 
wealthiest  State  in  the  entire  Purchase  tract.  In  addition  it  can  be 
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said  that  this  exposition  will  probably  be  visited  by  more  people  than 
have  visited  any  other  exposition  of  like  nature  ever  held  in  this 
country,  or  probably  in  any  other  country.  It  is  therefore,  fitting 
and  proper,  in  justice  to  the  proud  position  Minnesota  holds  in  the 
Sisterhood  of  States,  in  the  States  in  the  original  Louisiana  Pur- 
chase— in  justice  to  the  thousands  of  people  from  Minnesota  who 
are  almost  certain  to  visit  St.  Louis  next  year  that  this  Legislature 
makes  ample  provision  for  the  construction  of  a proper  building,  and 
for  the  display  of  her  various  products,  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition.  Let  not  our  people  say,  when  they  visit  St.  Louis  next 
year,  that  their  native  or  adopted  State,  has  not  erected  a building  or 
made  a display  worthy  of  our  great  State. 

For  the  Chicago  Exposition  the  Legislature  .of  Minnesota  appro- 
priated $150,000;  for  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo  an 
appropriation  of  $30,000  was  made.  The  St.  Louis  Exposition 
will  be  by  far  more  stupendous  than  either  one  -of  those  two  great 
enterprises,  and  Minnesota  should  be  proportionately  as  well  repre- 
sented. Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  to  your  honorable 
bodies,  the  passage  of  a bill  appropriating  an  additional  $50,000  with 
which  to  erect  a State  building  at  St.  Louis  and  make  a satisfactory 
display  of  the  products  of  this  State.

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
his  discretion,  to  provide  for  the  attendance  and  encampment  of  the 
Minnesota  National  Guard  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition 
for  such  period,  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  (1904), 
and  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  direct;  and  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses thereof,  the  Adjutant  General,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, may  use  so  much  of  the  funds  available  for  the  annual  en- 
campment of  the  National  Guard  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July 
31,  1905,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  that  purpose. 
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Mr.  Cooke  gave  notice  of  debate  and  the  resolution  went  over 
under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Stephens  introduced  the  following  resolutions : 

Whereas,  The  burden  of  improving  and  maintaining  our  high- 
ways according  to'  the  general  prevailing  system  in  this  country  rests 
entirely  upon  the  agricultural  lands  and  people  living  in  the  rural 
districts,  and 

Whereas,  The  State-aid  plan  for  constructing  highways,  as  prac- 
ticed in  the  States  of  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts  has  proven  satisfactory  in  its  operation,  and  has  of- 
fered a partial  solution  of  the  road  question  in  that  it  distributes  this 
burden  of  cost  so  that  one-half  is  paid  out  of  a general  fund  supplied 
by  the  State,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  to  extend  this  principle  of  co-operation 
and  distribution  of  the  burden  of  cost  to  a still  greater  extent,  so 
that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  shall  bear  a share  of  the 
cost  of  construction  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  revenues  of  the 
United  States,  and 

Whereas,  One-half  of  said  revenues,  aggregating  during  the 
last  two  years  $1,000,000,000  per  annum,  is  derived  from  the  agri- 
cultural States  and  rural  districts,  while  only  ten  per  cent  of  the 
total  amount  is  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  said  agri- 
cultural States  and  districts,  while  ninety  per  cent  is  appropriated 
for  public  buildings  and  other  uses  pertaining  to  great  cities,  and 

Whereas,  The  Hon.  Walter  P.  Brownlow,  Member  of  Congress 
from  Tennessee,  has  introduced  a bill  in  the  U.  S.  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives providing  for  a system  of  National,  State  and  local  co- 
operation in  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  public  highways, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  which  the  sum  of  $20,000,000  is  ap- 
propriated, and  the  U.  S.  Government  is  to<  pay  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  improving  any  public  highway  when  requested  so  to  do  by,  and 
in  co-operation  with,  any  State  or  civil  subdivision  thereof;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  that  we  hereby 
heartily  endorse  said  Brownlow  bill  and  recommend  its  passage  by 
Congress,  and  that  we  request  the  representatives  from  the  State  of 
Minnesota  in  Congress  and  urge  the  U.  S.  Senators  from  this  State 
to  vote  for  and  support  said  bill.

“And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Chief  Clerk  be  and  is 
hereby  instructed  to  send  a copy  of  this  resolution  to  His  Excel- 
lency, the  Governor,  for  his  guidance  and  direction.”

shall  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Public  Examiner  at  all  times.

lowing only  shall  be  considered  game  birds:  The  anatidae,  com- 

monly known  as  swans,  geese,  brant,  river  and  sea  ducks;  the  limi- 
colae,  commonly  known  as  plovers,  snipe,  and  woodcock;  the  gal- 
linae,  commonly  known  as  grouse,  prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  par- 
tridges and  quails;  provided  that  black  birds,  crows,  English  spar- 
rows, sharp-shinned  hawks,  Cooper’s  hawks  and  great  horned  owls 
may  be  killed  and  had  in  possession  at  any  time ; but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  tO'  prevent  the  keeping  of  some  birds 
as  domestic  pets. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  dollars  nor  more 
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than  twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  for 
each  and  every  bird  so  caught,  taken,  killed,  shipped  or  caused  to  be 
shipped  to  any  person  either  within  or  without  the  state,  purchased, 
sold  to  anyone,  had  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  offered  or  ex- 
posed for  sale,  or  had  in  possession  or  under  control. 

(5)  Strike  out  all  of  section  fifty  (50)  on  page  twenty-two  (22) 
of  said  printed  bill  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  50.  No  person  shall  catch,  take  or  kill  any  mink,  musk- 
rat, otter  or  beaver  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
November  following.  Provided,  that  when  any  of  the  animals 
mentioned  in  this  section  are  doing  damage  to  or  destroying  any 
property  the  person  whose  property  is  being  damaged  or  destroyed 
may  kill  them  at  any  time. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than,  ten  (10)  days  nor  more 
than  thirty  (30)  days,  for  each  and  every  mink,  muskrat,  otter  or 
beaver  caught,  taken  or  killed  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section. 

(6)  Insert  at  the  end  of  line  6 of  section  51  on  page  23  of  said 
printed  bill,  the  following : 

Provided,  that  pickerel,  suckers,  redhorse,  carp  and  bullheads  may 
be  taken  with  a spear  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  following. 

(7)  After  the  foregoing  amendment  and  proviso  to  said  section 
fifty-one  (51)  insert  the  further  proviso  as  follows: 

Provided  further,  that  the  Board  of  Game  and  Fish  Commis- 
sioners may  give  a written  permit  to  any  responsible  person,  a resi- 
dent of  this  state,  to  ship  fish  commonly  known  as  bullheads,  out  of 
the  state,  upon  such  reasonable  conditions  as  they  may  adopt.

General,  which  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal : 

Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 

St.  Paul,  March  30,  1903. 

Hon.  Ray  W.  Jones,  President  of  the  Senate , 

Dear  Sir: — In  April,  1902,  the  Senate  by  Resolution,  requested 
me  to  make  an  examination  and  ascertain  whether  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  and  the  Duluth,  Misabe  & Northern  lines  of  railway,  or 
the  stock  hereof,  have  been  consolidated,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  State. 

I was  then  engaged  in  making  a like  examination  at  the  request  of 
the  Governor,  being  assisted  therein  by  Hon.  F.  B.  Snyder  of  Min- 
neapolis, and  subsequently  about  June  1st,  1902,  reported  to  the  Gov- 
ernor my  conclusions  in  substantially  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Owing  to  the  importance  of  the  question,  I deemed  it  advisable 
that  a separate  inquiry  be  made  by  my  associates  in  litigation  then 
! pending  between  the  State  of  Minnesota  and  the  Northern  Securities 
' Company,  and  on  June  7th,  1902,  the  questions  involved,  together 
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with  information  I had  gathered,  was  referred  to  them,  and  on 
March  26th,  1903,  they  submitted  the  result  of  their  investigation 
and  opinion,  a copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed. 

I agree  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  them,  and  in  addition  there-  I 
to,  beg  to  say : 

J. 

Eliminating  some  details  explanatory  of  trust  ownerships,  I find  f 
the  facts  to  be  as  follows : 

That  substantially  all  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe  j 
and  Northern  Railway  Company  was  acquired  in  1893  by  the  Lake 
Superior  Consolidated  Iron  Mines  Company,  a New  Jersey  corpo- ' 
ration,  and  that  in  1901,  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  a New 
Jersey  company,  was  organized  and  on  May  24th  acquired  substan- 
tially all  of  the.  capital  stock  of  the  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron 
Mines  Company.  Since  the  construction  of  the  road  by  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  Company,  the  stock  of  the  Duluth  & Iron  Range  Railroad 
Company  has  substantially  all  been  held  and  owned  by  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  Company,  a Minnesota  corporation.  The  stock  of  the 
Minnesota  Iron  Company  was  in  1898,  with  the  exception  of  a suffi-  | 
cient  amount  to  qualify  directors,  acquired  by  the  Federal  Steel 
Company,  a New  Jersey  corporation,  and  in  turn  substantially  all 
of  the  stock  of  the  Federal  Steel  Company  was,  on  the  third  day  of 
April,  1901,  acquired  by  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  a New 
Jersey  Company. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  is  the 
owner  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  I am  unable  to  find,  after  an  exhaus- 
tive  examination,  that  it  is  the  owner  of  any  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, the  situs  of  which  is  in  Minnesota. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  United  States  Steel  Company,  while 
it  has  purchased  the  power  of  control,  in  the  manner  above  indicated, 
of  each  of  said  railway  companies,  is  not  the  owner  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock  of  either ; neither  is  it  the  owner  of  any  property  of  any 
nature  whatsoever,  situated  within  Minnesota,  and  has  not  appointed 
an  agent  upon  whom  the  service  of  process  may  be  made  in  Minne-  1 
sota ; nor  is  it  doing  business  therein. 

II. 

The  Legislature,  by  Chapter  29  of  the  General  Laws  of  1874,  pro- 
vided : 
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“Sec.  i.  No  railroad  corporation,  or  the  lessee,  purchaser  or 
managers  of  any  railroad  corporation,  shall  consolidate  the  stock, 
property  or  franchises  of  such  corporation  with,  or  lease  or  purchase 
the  works  or  franchises  of,  or  in  any  way  control  any  other  railroad 
corporation  owning  or  having  under  its  control  a parallel  or  com- 
peting line ; nor  shall  any  officer  of  such  railroad  corporation  act  as 
an  officer  of  any  other  railroad  corporation  owning  or  having  con- 
trol of  a parallel  or  competing  line,  and  the  question  whether  rail- 
roads are  parallel  or  competing  lines  shall,  when  demanded  by  the 
party  complainant,  be  decided  by  a jury  as  in  other  civil  issues.” 

In  1881  (Chapter  94),  the  following  statute  was  adopted: 

“No  railroad  corporation  shall  consolidate  with,  lease  or  purchase, 
or  in  any  way  become  the  owner  of  or  control  any  other  railroad 
corporation  or  any  stock,  franchises,  rights,  or  property  thereof, 
which  owns  or  controls  a parallel  or  competing  line.” 

The  validity  of  each  of  these  laws  has  been  upheld  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  Pearsall  vs.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co., 
161  U.  S.  646. 

Independent  of  the  question  whether  the  United  States  Steel 
Company  by  becoming  the  owners  of  the  stock  which  controls  the 
two  lines  of  railway  referred  to  offended  the  provisions  of  these  stat- 
utes, I am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  inasmuch  as  it  appears,  that  the 
Steel  Company  is  not  engaged  in  business  in  Minnesota,  or  the 
owner  of  any  property  situated  therein,  under  the  settled  rule  adopt- 
ed, not  only  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  but  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota,  jurisdiction  cannot  be  obtained  in  the 
courts  of  Minnesota  over  said  company. 

Goldey  vs.  Morning  News,  156  U.  S.  518;  Penoyer  vs.  Neff,  95 
U.  S.  714;  St.  Clair  vs.  Cox,  106  U.  S.  75;  Barrow  Steamship 
Company  vs.  Kane,  170  U.  S.  100;  Kabanna  vs.  Graf,  decided  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota  in  December,  1902. 

On  the  other  hand,  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  in  State  of  Minnesota  vs.  Northern  Securities 
Company,  184  U.  S.  199,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
is  without  jurisdiction,  for  the  reason  that  the  railroad  companies 
above  referred  to,  would  be  necessary  parties,  and  being  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Minnesota,  that  fact  would  bar  the  Supreme  Court 
from  assuming  original  jurisdiction.  Again,  the  railway  companies 
in  question  being  necessary  parties,  the  fact  that  they  in  turn  are  not 
doing  business  in  New  Jersey  and  are  not  the  owners  of  property 
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situated  in  New  Jersey,  would  bar  the  State  of  Minnesota  from  ob- 
taining jurisdiction  in  an  action  brought  in  the  courts  of  that  State 
against  the  United  States  Steel  Company,  the  Federal  Steel  Com- 
pany, the  Consolidated  Mines  Company  and  the  said  railway  com- 
panies. 

Assuming,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  that  an  offense  has  been 
committed  against  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  it  follows 
under  our  dual  system  of  government  and  under  the  uniform  line  of 
decisions  above  referred  to,  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
that  jurisdiction  to  test  the  question  could  not  be  obtained  in  any 
court  in  the  nation.  This  peculiar  condition  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  at  the  Special  Session  of  1902,  in  a com- 
munication I made  to  the  Governor  which  he  in  turn  referred  to  the 
Legislature,  in  which  the  propriety  of  additional  legislation  by  Con- 
gress, or  possibly,  as  I believe,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  was  suggested. 

In  this  connection  attention  may  also  be  called  to  Ames  vs.  Kan- 
sas, hi  U.  S.  449;  Postal  Telegraph  Co.  vs.  Alabama,  155  U.  S. 
482. 

III. 

An  additional  question  fairly  within  the  scope  of  the  Resolution 
is  presented,  to-wit:  Whether  the  laws  of  Minnesota  have  in  fact 

been  violated  under  the  facts  found  to  exist  as  above  set  forth.  A 
vastly  different  question  is  here  presented  than  in  the  litigation  now 
pending  brought  by  the  State  of  Minnesota  vs.  Northern  Securities 
Company.  The  Great  Northern  and  The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
Companies. 

In  the  latter,  a majority  of  the  stock  of  each  of  said  railway  com- 
panies was  consolidated  in  single  hands,  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  act 
of  a majority  of  the  stockholders  is  the  act  of  the  railway  company 
while  in  the  former,  the  stock  of  the  railway  companies  was  not 
pooled  in  single  hands,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  railway  com- 
panies, either  by  stockholders,  officers  or  employes,  have  acted  in 
any  manner  in  consolidating  the  power  of  control  of  such  railway 
companies. 

Permit  me  to  again  call  attention  to  the  language  of  the  act  of 
1874,  to-wit : 

“No  railroad  corporation,  or  the  lessee,  purchaser  or  manager  of 
any  railroad  corporation  shall  consolidate  the  stock,  property  or 
franchise  of  such  corporation,”  etc-

I am  inclined  to  the  view  that  the  United  States  Steel  Company 
in  which  is  vested  the  stock  of,  and  thereby  the  power  to  elect  di- 
rectors of  the  Federal  Steel  and  Consolidated  Iron  Mines  Companies, 
and  indirectly  through  such  companies,  to  control  the  said  railway 
companies,  does  not,  by  virtue  of  such  ownership,  (to-wit:  the 
purchase  of  the  stock  of  two  manufacturing  companies),  become  a 
“railway  company  or  the  lessee,  purchaser  or  manager  of  any  rail- 
way company,”  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  and  therefore  cannot 
be  deemed  to  have  violated  the  prohibitory  laws  of  this  State.  If  it 
could  be  shown  that  the  United  States  Steel  Company  was  a device 
created  by  the  officers  and  stockholders  of  the  railway  companies  for 
the  express  purpose  of  violating  or  evading  our  laws,  another  ques- 
tion would  be  presented.  However,  the  facts  that  I am  able  to  ga- 
ther do  not  warrant  this  assumption. 

Looking  to  the  future  and  having  in  mind  the  spirit  of  the  exist- 
ing laws,  I recently  prepared  an  act  broadening  the  statutes  above  re- 
ferred to,  which  has  since  been  enacted  into  a law. 

Recapitulating  the  above  conclusions,  I am  of  the  opinion  shared 
by  my  associates  in  the  communication  herewith  transmitted,  even  if 
the  laws  of  Minnesota  have  been  violated,  that  under  our  dual  form 
of  government,  the  courts  are  now  without  jurisdiction  in  the  prem- 
ises; and  also  that  the  statutes  in  force  at  the  time  are  not  broad 
•enough  in  their  scope  to  cover  this  transaction.

Dear  Sir: — The  undersigned  have  considered  your  letters  of 
June  7th,  and  17th,  1902,  in  which  you  refer  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  at  a Special  Session  held  during 
the  winter  of  1902,  requesting  an  investigation  by  your  Depart- 
ment to  ascertain  if  there  has  been  a violation  of  the  laws  of  this 
state  prohibiting  the  consolidation  of  parallel  and  competing  lines  of 
railway,  by  the  Duluth  & Iron  Range  Railway  Company  and  the 
Duluth,  Masaba  & Northern  Railway  Company  of  this  State;  and 
also  wherein  you  state  that  His  Excellency,  Governor  Van  Sant, 
has  requested  your  Department  to  thoroughly  investigate  this  mat-

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ter,  and  if  you  find  that  said  railway  companies  have  violated  the 
laws  of  this  State,  to  take  any  and  all  steps  possible  to  prevent  any 
such  consolidation  of  said  lines  of  railway,  and  to  enforce  the 
laws  of  this  State  relating-  thereto 

As  requested  by  you,  we  have  carefully  examined  the  volu- 
minous records  submitted  by  you,  and  also  the  records  of  the  vari- 
ous companies  involved  in  New  Jersey,  as  well  as  New  York,  for 
additional  information,  and  after  thoroughly  considering  the  ques- 
tion, report  as  follows : 

All  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Duluth  & Iron  Range  Railway 
Company,  except  enough  to  qualify  directors,  was  acquired  sev- 
eral years  ago  by  the  Minnesota  Iron  Company  of  this  State  The 
stock  of  the  last  named  Company  was  later  acquired  by  a corpo- 
ration organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  called 
the  Federal  Steel  Company,  save  a sufficient  number  of  shares  of 
stock  to  qualify  directors  to  act  for  said  Iron  Company  Later  on 
all  of  the  preferred  and  common  stock  of  said  Federal  Steel  Com- 
pany, with  the  exception  of  five  shares,  'was  assigned  to  the  United 
States  Trust  Company  of  the  City  of  New  York  as  Trustee  for 
the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  a corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  which  said  United  States 
Trust  Company  now  holds  said  Federal  Steel  Company’s  stock 
in  trust  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  said  United  States 
Steel  Corporation. 

That  all  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Duluth,  Masaba  & Northern 
Railway,  with  the  exception  of  a sufficient  number  of  shares  to 
qualify  directors  of  said  last  named  Company,  was  several  years 
ago  acquired  by  the  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron  Mines  Com- 
pany, a corporation  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey;  that  afterwards 
the  stockholders  of  said  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron  Mines 
Company  assigned  all  of  their  stock,  save  enough  to  qualify  direct- 
ors, to  Gates,  Murray  & Rogers,  as  voting*  trustees,  but  to  hold 
said  stock  for  them.  Thereafter  said  Gates,  Murray  & Rogers, 
as  such  Trustees,  but  at  the  request  o>f  said  stockholders,  issued 
trust  certificates  against  said  stock  so  held  by  them,  which  said 
trust  certificates  are  held  by  the  United  States  Trust  Company  for 
said  United  States  Steel  Corporation.  All  of  the  stock  and  trust 
certificates  held  by  said  United  States  Trust  Company  above  re- 
ferred to,  are  covered  by  a mortgage  given  by  the  United  States 
Steel  Corporation  to  said  United  States  Trust  Company,  as  trustee 
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to  secure  the  payment  of  ‘bonds  issued  by  said  United  States  Steel 
Corporation. 

If  it  should  be  assumed  that  the  two  roads  mentioned  in  the 
resolution  are  parallel,  and  competing  lines  of  railway  within  the 
meaning  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  that  said  laws  have  been 
violated,  (upon  which  questions  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  ex- 
press an  opinion),  the  inquiry  at  once  arises:  has  the  State  an  en- 
forceable remedy  against  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation? 

So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  United  States  Steel  Cor- 
poration has  transacted  no  business  within  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota; nor  has  it  acquired  the  title  to  any  property  within  this  state; 
nor  has  it  appointed  an  agent  in  this  state  upon  whom  service  of 
process  can  be  made,  nor  otherwise  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  69  of  the  Laws  of  this  state  for  the  year  1899,  in  re- 
spect to  foreign  corporations. 

To  meet  such,  or  similar  conditions,  the  state  attempted  by  the 
enactment  of  Chapter  332  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  to  confer  juris- 
diction upon  our  courts,  by  providing  for  the  service  of  process 
upon  any  officer  of  such  foreign  corporation,  residing  in  this  state, 
or,  if  there  be  no  such  officer,  then  upon  any  stockholder  of  such 
corporation  within  the  state.  This  statute  was  expressly  repealed 
by  Chapter  69  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  Which  act  prescribes,  among 
other  things,  the  conditions  upon  which  foreign  corporations  will 
be  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  state. 

Had  the  law  of  1895  remained  in  force,  we  are  of  opinion  under 
the  decisions  in  this  and  other  states,  and  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  that  the  substituted  service  provided  for  in 
said  Act  would  not  confer  jurisdiction. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  jurisdiction  can  be  acquired  by  our 
courts  over  such  foreign  corporations  only  as  have  filed  their  arti- 
cles or  appointed  agents  upon  whom  service  of  process  can  be 
made,  as  provided  in  said  Chapter  69  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  unless 
such  corporation  actually  owns  property  located  in  this  state,  and 
then  only  to  the  extent  of  said  property,  for  the  reasons  stated  we 
are  of  opinion  that  the  state  cannot  institute  an  action  in  which 
jurisdiction  can  be  acquired  over  the  United  States  Steel  Cor- 
poration.

for  public  purposes  only;  all  property  on  which  taxes  are  to  be 
levied,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  have  a cash  value, 
and  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  state.  When  no 
tax  is  levied  for  state  purposes,  the  taxes  levied  for  local  purposes 
shall  be  upon  a valuation  of  the  property  within  the  several  counties 
and  the  subdivisions  thereof,  which  shall  be  equal  and  uniform 
throughout  each  county. 


“Section  2.  The  legislature  may  by  general  or  special  law  au-1 
thorize  municipal  corporations  to  levy  assessments  for  local  im-i 
provements  upon  the  property  fronting  upon  such  improvements,!; 
or  upon  the  property  benefited  thereby,  or  both,  without  regard  to 
a cash  valuation,  and  in*  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  pre-  . 
scribe.  A tax  upon  the  gross  earnings  of  all  corporations,  copart-  i 
nerships  or  persons  holding  or  exercising  a franchise  or  franchises 
granted  by  public  authority  may  be  levied  and  collected  in  lieu  of 
a tax  upon  such  franchise  or  franchises,  and  all  property  of  such 
corporation,  copartnership  or  person  used  exclusively  in  connection  j. 
therewith ; and  said  gross  earnings  tax  shall  be  apportioned  between  / 
the  state,  counties  and  municipalities  where  such  franchise  is  exer-m 
cised,  in  the  same  manner  as  real  estate  taxes  are  apportioned. if 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect,  ■ 
modify  or  repeal  any  law  or  constitutional  provision  providing  for 
the  gross  earnings  of  railroads.

pensation specially  agreed  on,  from  the  time  of  giving  notice  to  the 
party  against  whom  the  judgment  is  recovered.  This  lien  is,  how- 
ever, subordinate  to  the  rights  existing  between  the  parties  to  the 
action  or  proceeding. 

Fifth : Upon  any  claim  to  recover  damages  before  or  after 

judgment,  whether  the  same  be  under  contract  of  for  tort,  to  the

MINORITY  REPORT  ON  H.  F.  NO.  1 62. 

We  of  the  minority  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  to  which  was 
referred  H.  F.  No.  162,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  same  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

In  making  this  recommendation  we  call  attention  to  the  following 
facts,  which  to  us  seem  to  be  conclusive  against  the  bill : 

The  bill  is  designed  to  effect  a division  of  the  First  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, which,  as  now  constituted,  is  composed  of  six  counties,  viz. : 
Goodhue,  Dakota,  Washington,  Chisago',  Pine  and  Kanabec. 

This  district  now  has  two  judges  and  if  a division  is  made  as 
proposed  by  this  bill  there  will  still  be  two  judges  for  the  three 
counties  of  Goodhue,  Dakota  and  Washington,  with  a population 
of  80,678,  and  an  additional  judge  will  then  be  provided  (if  this 
bill  is  passed)  for  the  new  district  which  will  be  composed  of  Chi- 
sago, Pine  and  Kanabec  Counties  with  a population  of  29,408. 
The  total  population  of  the  district  as  it  now  exists  is  but  110,086. 
The  district  now  has  two  eminent  and  able  judges, who  are  up-to- 
date  with  their  work.  The  average  number  of  days  of  court  held 
in  this  district  is  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  seventy-five  for 
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each  judge.  For  the  year  ending  April  first,  1902,  there  were  one 
hundred  and  fifty-four  days  of  court  held  in  the  district  o f which 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  were  held  in  the  territory  which  would 
comprise  the  first  district  and  have  two  judges  if  this  bill  were  to  be- 
come a law,  and  thirty-six  days  all  told  in  the  three  counties  which 
this  bill  is  designed  to  create  into  a new  district.  (This  computa- 
tion is  based  upon  the  per  diem  adopted  for  fixing  the  salary  or 
compensation  of  the  court  reporter  and  is  considered  accurate  and 
reliable. ) 

The  proposed  new  district  would  be  the  smallest  in  the  state, 
and  while  the  population  is  increasing  the  increase  is  gradual  and 
normal  and  no  extraordinary  reason  has  been  urged  or  made  ap- 
parent for  the  remarkable  change. 

Many  other  reasons  exist  and  are  apparent  for  making  this  recom- 
mendation but  we  have  stated  the  main  objections  to  what  seems  to 
us  to  be  a very  unwise  measure;  and  aside  from  the  fact  that  the 
bar  of  the  proposed  new  district  is  practically  unanimous  for  the 
bill  no  substantial  reason  has  been  assigned  for  passing  this  bill, 
which  would  mean  a new  judge  at  a salary  of  $3,500.00,  a court 
reporter  at  a salary  of  from  $800.00  to  $1,500.00  (as  the  judge 
may  determine),  and1  making  the  salary  of  the  judge  approximately 
$100.00  per  day  for  each  day  of  court;  and  all  for  a population  of 
29,408  and  36  days  of  court  per  year,  and  in  a district  that  would 
be  otherwise  the  smallest  in  the  state.
